A Wheeling citizens' committee origi- 


nally formed to beautify the Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch has been expanded to 
d e a l w i t h beautification problems 
throughout the village. 


Although the committee will continue 


to work on problems associated with the 
removal and replacement of the Jeffrey 
Avenue bridge, it also will advise the vil- 
lage board on bcautlfication programs in 
other parts of the village. 


The five-man committee was formed 


earlier this year at the request of Truslc 
Bill Hcln. chairman of the village 
board's sewer, water and public health 
committee. The citizens' group will con- 
tinue to operate as an arm of the board's 
committee. 


AT A MEETING earlier this week, the 


citizens' committee set up basic oper- 
ating procedure and discussed several 
possible projects. 


Hcln said plans for the Jeffrey Avenue 


Bridge project probably were too for 
along for the committee to become ac- 
tively involved. He suggested the com- 
mittee develop Its own projects while of- 
fering suggestions on the bridge project. 


The trustee said the committee may 


want to develop a program for land- 
scaping along major ronds In the village. 
"Mayo It's feasible to start planting trees 
along these main intersections," Hcin 
said. 


One member, Walter Stryszyk, sug- 


gested that the village could start Its own 
tree farm on vacant village property. He 
Mid this will reduce the expense of any 
landscaping project. Hcln plans to in- 
vestigate the possibility of using property

STRYSZYK ALSO suggested that the 


committee look Into eliminating some of 
the signs posted by local developers on 
utility poles. He said the signs were un- 
sightly and distracted drivers on these 
roads. 


Esther Davis, chairman of the com- 


mittee, asked Hein to keep the com- 
mittee informed when various village 
projects go out for bid. She also asked 
that the board be sent notice of projects 
coming before the zoning board. 


Trustee Ed Berger asked the com- 


mittee to make recommendations to the 
zoning board about the landscaping pro- 
posed for projects coming into the vil- 
lage. 


He said the committee could start by 


looking Into the proposed remodeling of a 
gas station at Dundee and Elmhurst 
roads. 


Mrs. Davis agreed that the committee 


should begin asking local businessmen to 
Improve their property. "You can't go 
after the people when the businesses look 
like that," she said. 


THE COMMITTEE decided to assign 


each member to investigate one section 
of the village to find out what kinds of 
beautification programs the residents 
wanted. They said they also will contact 
various village civic organizations to find 
out if they were sponsoring any beau- 
tification programs or if they were inter- 
ested in starting such a project 


Mrs. Davis asked that a suggestion box 


be posted in the village hall so residents 
can offer Ideas for beautification proj- 
ects. "I think it is extremely Important 
that people be able to reach a committee 
or the village," she said. "This way 
you're reaching the people," she said. 


Heln said tho committee could also 


hold open meetings for the public before 
the village board meetings. 


The committee members will discuss 


possible projects in greater detail at 
their next meeting. The beautification 
committee is scheduled to meet on the 
third Tuesday of every month.

Village to discuss action on Missing for third time 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight is 


expected, for the third time, to discuss 
what action to take in filling the trustee 
position vacated by Richard Missing. 


The board has postponed discussion of 


tho matter for two consecutive weeks, 
once to allow the village attorney to pre- 
pare a legal opinion and once because 
Village Pres. Ted Scanlon was absent. 


According to Village Atty. Paul Ham- 


cr, the village has three possible ways of 
filling the vacancy. The board can call a 
special election, appoint a trustee to 
serve until the next village election in 
1975, or allow the seat to remain vacant. 


If the seat remains vacant, outgoing 


Trustee Michael Valenza will continue to 
sit on the board. By law, outgoing 
trustees are not relieved of their duties 
until their successors take office. 


Missing did not take office to prevent a 


possible conflict between his job and 
state law. Missing is employed as man- 
ager-buyer at Mark Drugs, a store that 
sells liquor. State law prohibits any elect- 
ed municipal official from either the sale 
or distribution of liquor. 


IF THE BOARD does not take action 


in filling the vacant seat tonight, no dis- 
cussion of the matter is possible until 


June 4. There is no village board meet- 
ing next week because of Memorial Day. 


Village residents are expected to pre- 


sent the board with petitions, of more 
than 1,000 signatures, calling for a spe- 
cial election rather than a board appoint- 
ment. Last week, petitions signed by 
about 300 people were presented to the 
board. 


The board also is expected to consider 


an ordinance prohibiting drainage con- 
nections to the sanitary sewer system. 
The ordinance was suggested to the 
board by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict. 


AN ORDINANCE exempting residen- 


tial homes forceably annexed into the vil- 
lage from certain building codes also is 
on tonight's agenda. 


Many of these homes do not meet pre- 


sent zoning requirements and as such 
are considered 
non-conforming uses. 


Buildings which do not conform with zon-' 
ing codes are subject to eventual razing. 


The ordinance will remove the homes 


from non-conformancy. It will also re- 
vise the zoning codes to allow single-fam- 
ily homes under the R-4 'multi-family 
classification. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at the 


village hall, 255 W. Dundee Rd. 


Hearing on 
patrolman 
is continued 


The Wheeling Police and Fire Commis- 


sion Friday night continued a public 
hearing on charges Patrolman Gerald 
Staszewski falsified records in a drunk 
driving case. The hearing has to be reset 
for 7:30 p.m. Thursday. 


Police Chief Peter GuttUla requested 


the continuance because his attorney was 
unable to attend Friday's hearing. Com- 
mission member Robert Olson and the 
commission's attorney also were absent 


Staszewski has been charged with fal- 


sifying police records and violating po- 
lice regulations. Guttilla said he pressed 
charges against the patrolman after a 
"complete and thorough investigation" of 
a drunken driving arrest in February. 


The police chief charged Staszewski 


with falsifying police records on the ar- 
rest and soliciting an attorney for the de- 
fendant 


The police and fire commission sus- 


pended Staszewski from the department, 
pending a public hearing. The patrolman 
will have the opportunity to defend him- 
self on Thursday before the commission 
decides what action to take. 


Jayeees to help 
Park district 
with development 


The Wheeling Jayeees will aid the 


Wheeling Park District in developing a 
proposed 10-acre park in the western sec- 
tion of the village. 


Park officials are negotiating to buy an 


unknown site for the park with funds ob- 
tained in last December's referendum. 
They have also applied for state monies 
to help with the purchase. 


The Jayeees offered last week to con- 


tribute, at a minimum, the net profits 
from their annual fundraising event, Las 
Vegas Nile, for the next five years. 


In a letter last week to park board 


Pres. Gus Nizzi, Jaycee Pres. Tony Al- 
tieri said the Jayeees have been inter- 
ested in the development of the proposed 
park for the past several years. 


"WE STRONGLY feel that this project 


along with your cooperation and support 
and involvement of the entire community 
will continue to make our parks an ever- 
Increasing source of community pride," 
Altieri said in the letter. 


The park commissioners approved the 


Jayeees' offer at last Thursday night's 
meeting. 


"This is great," Nizzi said. "I only 


hope that it will serve as an incentive to 
others to get involved." 


Altieri told the commissioners that in 


addition to the proceeds from Las Vegas 
Nile, "There may be other things we can 
do to supplement the development of the 
park." 


In return for their contribution, the 


Jayeees have asked the, park board to 
consider naming the proposed park 
"Jaycee Park."

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State EPA to determine policy on federal mandate 
NIPC may hold veto over suburb zoning, planning

Suburban zoning nnd planning author- 


ity may be superseded by a veto power 
resting with the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission when federal envi- 
ronmental controls take effect. 


Dr. John Roberts, director of the state 


environmental Protection Agency, air 
pollution control division, now Is develop- 
ing a plan to comply with a federal man- 
date to the states. 


The federal plan, developed by the U.S. 


EPA to comply with a court order, Is 
designed to restrict air pollution from ex- 
haust fumes of large numbers of automo- 
biles converging on one location. To do 
this, tlio plan gives the state veto power 
over construction of facilities that would 
attract those automobiles, and the state 
Intends to delegate that power to area 
planning agencies. 


Roberts explained one system now un- 


der consideration to accomplish the U.S. 
EPA goals. It would be enforced by a 


regional plan commission or agency, 
which could be multi-county,'county or 
township, he said. NIPC is the planning 
agency for six Chicago area counties. In 
areas where no such agencies exist, the 
state still would have responsibility, but 
would encourage the establishment of a 
local group, ho sold. 


USING NIPC as on example, Roberts 


said the commission would develop a 
comprehensive plan with particular em- 
phasis on environmental considerations, 
especially air pollution. Proposed devel- 
opments would then be reviewed by 
NIPC to determine conformance with the 
comprehensive plan. If there would be no 
potential violation of air quality stan- 
dards set by the Federal EPA, a certifi- 
cate would be issued. 


If air pollution exceeding the federal 


standards could result, NIPC would not 
certify the development, and in effect 
would veto it, said Roberts. However, the 
federal directive said changes in project 


designs which would bring them into con- 
formance should be considered, and con- 
struction should be barred only if it is 
not possible to make the project con- 
form. 


• The state, or NIPC as its designated 
agency, would exercise veto power over 
projects which may have been approved 
by municipal 
planners and 
zoning 


boards, only with regard to air pollution 
potential, said Roberts. It would not, for 
example, have authority under this re- 
view to look at potential flooding affects. 


But with that power, NIPC could im- 


pose such demands as construction of 
spur lines on commuter railroads, to - 
lessen private auto traffic. Among pos- 
sible plan revisions the U.S. EPA sug- 
gests Is "extension of existing mass tran- 
sit." NIPC also could insist on a reduc- 
tion on available parking spaces, to dis- 
courage use of autos, or in size or seat- 
ing capacity, depending on the type of 
facility, to reduce the potential number 
of users or customers. 


THE FEDERAL regulation, which is to 


take affect June 11, allows 'the states un- 
til Aug. 15 to provide a program for en- 
forcement of the pollution controls. Once 
the states submit their proposals, the 
U.S. EPA will have two months to re- 
view and either accept or disapprove 
them, and another two. months to pre- 
pare amendments to replace disapproved 
parts of state plans. 


Once the state program is in effect, 


NIPC and other agents of the state would 
be required to review plans for new con- 
struction or modification of any type "fa- 
cility, building, structure or installation." 
The reviewing agency would provide a 
30-day period for public comment before 
approving or disapproving certification. 


ACCORDING TO the federal guide- 


lines, "review procedures should cover 
any facility which can reasonably be ex- 
pected to cause or induce sufficient mo- 
bile source activity (motor vehicle traf- 
fic) so that the resulting emissions might 
be expected to" increased air pollution 


above national standards. This means in 
some areas, where pollution already is 
near those standards, even minor devel- 
opments could be required to obtain cer- 
tification. Factors the U.S. EPA said 
should determine which developments 
would reviewed are current air quality, 
meteorology, topography and growth 
rates. Certain facilities should not be ex- 
empt at all, said the U.S. EPA, men- 
tioning regional shopping centers, sports 
complexes, stadiums, and depending on 
local conditions, drive-in theaters, park- 
Ing facilities, amusement & parks and 
other types of recreation areas. 


Prior to the review, the developer 


would be required to provide information 
on the nature design and size of a facil- 
ity, anticipated means of operation of the 
facility, time periods of operation, ex- 
pected number of employes and patrons, 
expectred 
transportation 
routes and 


habits of employes and patrons. 


Also required would be studies of air 


quality, topography and meteorology. 


Das Plaines firm preparing plans 
'Doctor-owned9 outpatient clinics planned in area 


A new Des Plalncs firm Is preparing 


plans to establish 20 "doctor-owned" 
clinics in the Chicago area The facilities 
would be designed to provide extensive 
outpatient care. 


While the new company. Mcdlcllnle 


Corp. of DCS Plnlncs, has not made any 
firm arrangements to establish facilities 
In this area, the Herald has learned sev- 
eral doctors' groups are exploring the 
possibility. 


Modlcllnlc officials said some interest 


has been shown in the Arlington Heights 
or en. 


The clinics would be designed to pro- 


vide extensive facilities for diagnostic 
testing nnd would be cq'ilpped to handle 
out-pntlcnt surgical procedures, such as 
abortions. The facility would not be 


equipped to handle overnight patients. 


MEDICLINIC vice president Dr. Bruce 


Flashncr sold the facilities should be 
able to offer more economical health 
care than general hospitals. In some 
areas, patients must be admitted to tho 
hospital before tests are made. The clin- 
ics would eliminate this need in many 
cases, he said. 


A former deputy director of the Illinois 


Deportment of Public Health, Flashner 
said the present move by Chicago area 
hospitals to relocate in the suburbs will 
not benefit patients. 


"They will be transferring the present 


Inefficiencies of the main hospital to the 
suburbs. It is like the rape of the sub- 
urbs," he said. 


At least three Chicago hospitals have 


announced plans or are preparing plans 
for suburban branch hospitals. • 


Rush Presbyterian-St. Lukes Medical 


Center will build a 200 bed facility in 
Schaumburg. Evanston Memorial Hospi- 
tal has announced plans to build in the 
Glenvlew area and officials of Mount 
Slnal Medical Center are investigating a 
location in Hoffman Estates. 


ANOTHER Mediclinic official said he 


believes the facilities will complement 
planned or existing hospitals. 


"We are not in competition with 


them," he added. 


Thirteen of the 28 clinics are ear- 


marked for the Chicago suburbs, but no 
definite locations have been selected. 
The first Chicago facility will be located 
in the Loop. 


Will assess from time of purchase 
Bank Americard finance charges hiked 


Bantc American! has announced In let- 


ters to its cardholders that it will begin 
assessing finance charges from the date 


• of purchase rather than tho duo date of 
tho bill. 


According to Jack Barman, general 


manager of Dank Americard at the First 
National Bank in Chicago, bills paid 
within 25 days arc not affected by the 
'change In policy. But if a cardholder 
• doc* not pay In that time, he will be as- 
seized a 1'i per cent monthly finance 
charge computed from the date of pur- 
chase. 


For example, If a $100 purchase is 


posted to your account in mid-month, 
Dorman explained, and you make no 
payment In that month but pay the entire 
balance tho next month, under the old 
system, you would have incurred no fi- 
nance charge. But under the new system 
you would be charged 73 cents — for the 
two weeks following the purchase, at 1& 
per cent per month. 


'• WHEN MORE purchases ore made or 
I partial payments sent in, tho comput- 


ation becomes more complicated. It is 
based on an average dally balance, 
which is increased as purchases are post- 
ed and decreased as payments are re- 
ceived. 


"It's much more realistic," Borman 


said. "We were being penalized before 
because people essentially were getting 
an interest-free loan, he said. 


Conceding that the new system will 


cost consumers more if they choose not 
to keep their balances paid u'p each 
month, Borman asserted that "we give 
more services than other bank cards and 
we nro charging for them." He named 
special buys, discounts, and coupons 
which Bank Americard sponsors for its 
cardholders In connection with retail 
businesses. 


Another change announced by Bank 


Americard Is the reduction of their pay- 
ment rate from 5 to 4 per cent of bal- 
ance. This, Borman said, means card 
holders can pay over a longer period of 
time. It will, however, also mean that 
the card holder will be paying Interest on 


a larger balance than he would at 5 per 
cent. 


ASKED if the revised system of com- 


puting Interest charges is something new 
among creditors, Borman said it "has al- 
ways been used" by others in financing, 
and added that bank card companies 
"are computing interest this way in at 
least four other states where it is legal." 


However, a major competing bank 


card, Master Charge, said it will contin- 
ue to compute interest on the unpaid bal- 
ance as of the due date. Master Charge 
officials at the Continental Bank in Chi- 
cago said the company does not intend to 
change over to the average daily balance 
system of computing on the basis of pur- 
chase dates because it costs consumers 
more. 


Along with its contract changes, Bank 


Americard sent Its card holders checks 
to be used to obtain cash or pay bills on 
the bank card. Although Borman claimed 
Bank Americnrd is "the only one giving 
theso checks," Master Charge also pro- 
vides card holders with such checks, ac- 
cording to officials. 


According to the Illinois Hospital Asso- 


c i a t i o n , the proposed clinics have 
aroused some apprehension from health 
care planners. 


Planners have noted that the clinics 


might cause an over supply of health 
care facilities in a particular area. 


IN ADDITION, present Illinois law 


does not provide for licensing of such a 
facility. However, an amendment to 
fending legislation would fill that void 
and bring the clinic under the "certifi- 
cate of need" provisions being proposed! 


Flashner said the facilities would not 


cause an oversupply. "We would locate 
these clinics on the basis of need." 


Mediclinic officials said their plan Is a 


new approach to the health care system 
and is unique to the country. 


"We are returning control of the health 


care delivery system to the local physi- 
cians," Flashner said. 


AT LEAST ONE state medical journal 


has carried the Mediclinic proposal, stat- 
ing it would be a lucrative investment 
for physicians. 


According to Medical Economics the 


clinics could return as much as 50 per 
cent of the physicians investment in the 
first year and higher returns in sub- 
sequent years.

Don Jackson's 
in a good spot

As soon as the makeup of the Wheeling 


Village Board Is finally determined, vet- 
eran board watchers inevitably will turn 
their attention to the actions of newly 
elected Trustee Don Jackson. 


Jackson has the uncomfortable position 


of being the only member of the Wheel- 
ing Independent Party (WHIP) on the 
village board. 


Despite the fact tli.it Jackson sees him- 


self as having no allies on the board, his 
position is more powerful than most 
people think. 


First of all. the power structure of the 


village board will change substantially 
as soon as the board decides how to fill 
the trustee scat vacated by Richard 
Missing. 


OUTGOING TRUSTEE Michael Va- 


lenza Is expected to leave the board, 
creating n large hole in the board's bal- 
ance of power. Valcnza has been out- 
spoken on most village matters, and par- 
ticularly vocal in the areas of land plan- 
ning and zoning. He also chairs the Im- 
portant finance committee of the board. 


Understandably, the board has been 


hesitant about undertaking new projects 
or programs until a trustee Is chosen to 
fill Missing's scat. Once this scat Is 
filled, the board will begin to adapt to Us 
new member). New leaders will even- 
tually emerge as spokesmen for the 
board, and Jackson may be one of them. 


Jackson has a great deal of leadership 


potential. He has often been compared 
with Trustee Bill Hcln, who Is now an 
emerging leader on the board. They arc 
both young, charming, and appear to 
have a great deal of energy and talent to 
devote to the village. 


If Jackson chooses to assert his lead- 


ership he could have a substantial im- 
pact on both the village board and the 
village Itself. 


Since Jackson is the only member of 


his party elected to the board, it is logi- 
cal that he would assume the leadership 
of the WHIP party. This will give WHIP 
the legitimacy in Wheeling politics that it 
has been seeking for the past two years. 
It will be a step towards an operating 
two-party system In Wheeling. 


JACKSON, HOWEVER, has yet to 


make any move to assume this lead- 
ership, partially because he is a new- 
comer to the WHIP party. To become 
the head of his party, he will hove to 
buck the present party power structure 
which has become firmly entrenched af- 
ter more than two years of politicking. 


Granted, Jackson has a great deal to 


learn about village government. At his 
first board meeting, he could do little 
more than vote yes or abstain. This, 
however, will and must change as he 
comes to understand the operation of the 
village and the board itself. 


Once Jackson does learn the Ins and 


outs of village government, he will hope- 
fully move to implement those, programs 
promised during his campaign. He 
pledged himself to open up village gov- 
ernment, enact more restrictive devel- 
opment policies and make government 
more responsive to village residents. 


To enact any of these programs, Jack- 


son will also have to make peace with 
the other members of the board. He will 
have to listen and he will have to com- 
promise. 


If Jackson can assume leadership, if 


he can compromise and if he has the in- 
itiative, his influence will filter down into 
the community. He has the opportunity 
to start mending the divisions in the vil- 
lage caused by a longstanding political 
battle. 


Don Jackson has a lot of responsibility 


on his shoulders. Hopefully, he will face 
the challenge stralght-on. 


Bill for incorporation 
expected to pass Senate 


A bill that would clear the way for 


Prospect Heights to incorporate is ex- 
pected to pass in the Illinois Senate 
sometime next week. The bill has al- 
ready been passed In the Illinois House 
of Representatives. 


State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfleld, 


said Friday he expects there will be no 
problem passing the bill In the Senate. 
The bill, sponsored by State Rep. Robert 
Juckctt. R-Park Ridge, sailed through 
the House Thursday with a 107-0 vole. 


The bill would allow Prospect Heights 


to incorporate as a city without consent 
of neighboring municipalities. Attempts 
by the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA) have been stymied 
for two years because Arlington Heights 
nr.d Wheeling have objected to the In- 
corporation. The courts have upheld the 
objections. 


Juckctt's bill now goes to the Senate 


Committee on Local Government for a 
recommendation. The committee will 
probably recommend passage of the bill 
since it recommended (10-2) passage of a 
similar bill sponsored by Glass. 


GLASS SAID he will go ahead with his 


bill, which should be voted on in the Son- 
ntc this week. He stressed, though, that 
If both bills arc passed the governor 
would sign only one Into law. 


The two bills would permit unincorpo- 


rated areas of 7,500 or more residents to 
Incorporate without approval of nearby 
villages. For an area of less than 7,500 or 
more residents, the bill requires consent 
from municipalities within lli miles. 


The proposed city of Prospect Helghs 


lias nbout 13,000 persons, according to 
PHIA officials. 


Wheeling and Arlington Heights village 


officials had mixed reactions on passage 
of the bill In the House. Both groups had 
formally objected to the bills, as did the 
Illinois Municipal League.

Cougars9 owners weigh 
more hockey, tennis plans

A multipurpose arena for hockey and 


tennis may be built adjacent to the Chi- 
cago Cougars hockey stadium tentatively 
planned on Northwest Highway in Pala- 
tine, north of Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


The smaller arena, seating 7,000 to 


11,000 persons, would be used by the Cou- 
gars as a practice rink and also could be 
transformed into tennis courts for profes- 
sional tennis matches. 


Jordon and Walter Kaiser, are owners 


of property on the northside of Northwest 
Highway between Wilkc Road and 111. 
Rte. 53, and part-owners of the Chicago 
Cougars professional hockey team. 


Jordon Kaiser is also executive vice 


president of a new organization, World 
Team Tennis, which Is planning to set up 
a professional tennis league with 12 fran- 
chises from throughout the country. De- 
tails on the new tennis league arc to be 
made public tomorrow. 


ED GRUSIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


He Indicated the smaller arena prob- 


ably would be built in Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium is to seat 
18,000 to 19,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grustn said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 
have not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and are in- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
In the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 36-lane 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley is "in the talking stage," 
said Grusin. 


THE KAISERS last year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1350 E. Northwest Hwy., and are final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusin, is "a place where 


a family could go, pick a sport they 
would like to participate in, and find it 
all there." 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of the sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 16 acres on the east side 
of Rte. 53. Grusin also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zayre tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayre Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDadc and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusin said the Zayre building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site is that it is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rosslter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, In the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 
pared in 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention Is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances. 


Nearby residents of the Kaiser proper- 


ty are withholldng judgment on the bur- 
geoning sports plans until more definite 
details are available. 


Evaline Stenzel, president of the Ar- 


lington Crest Civic Association, said Ar-

Area officials urge fight to keep home-rule powers 


"If the voters can't trust us to do the

turbed than I am about the attitude of 
the legislature." He said that In DCS 
Plalnes, plans to build a $2.3 or $2.4 mil- 
lion city hall and police complex hinge 
on the city's right to begin building with- 
out holding a referendum. 


"I'm fearful as the dickens if the new 


bills pass we'd have to go to referendum 
of the people," Behrel said. While saying 
he had no real objection to referenda, 
Behrel said "We need some non-referen- 
dum freedom so we can do things in our 
community without going to a vote." 


Behrel said when voters turn down ref- 


erenda such as many recent school refer- 
endum votes, "it cramps the style and 
progress of a community." 


Woods said the local level is "the only 


place a citizen can look eyeball to eye- 
ball with government officials." 


"You have, as Watergate proves, very 


little to say about what happens in Wash- 
ington," or at the state or county level of 
government, Woods said. 


BUT ON THE local level constituents 


can corner you while you're mowing 
your lawn, in a supermarket or in 
church and "there is no place to hide," 
Woods said. 


Woods admitted however, that he fa- 


vored the state having final authority 
over home rule powers. 


Champaign Mayor Virgil C. Wikoff told 


the new officials that the situation is so 


serious regarding home rule powers that 
"if they held a secret ballot in the state 
legislature now, there would be no home 
rule." 


The home-rule discussion was only one 


session in a Friday and Saturday confer- 
ence for the new officials sponsored by 
the Illinois Municipal League at the Ar- 
lington Park Towers Hotel.

ipal officials attended the conference 
which included sessions on municipal 
revenues and financing, council proce- 
dures, motor fuel tax administration, de- 
cision making, planning, zoning and sub- 
division control, and environmental prob- 
lems.

Speedy payment of accident claims 


and lower insurance rates are the rally- 
Ing cry for no-fault insurance backers,'a 
group that includes Illinois Department 
of Insurance officials, 250 auto insurers 
and a number of legislators. 


The Senate approval late last week of 


two differing no-fault measures in effect 
may leave the final decision on no-fault 
auto insurance to the House. One bill, 
sponsored by Sen. Harris Fawell, R., Na- 
perville, passsed by a 39-6 vote. The oth- 
er bill, sponsored by the Senate president 
William Harris, R., Pontiac, made it on 
a 31-13 vote. 


The right to sue for pain and suffering 


beyond payment for injuries suffered in 
an auto accident, distinguishes the two 
bills. The Fawell bill, backed by the Illi- 
nois Bar Association, does not restrict 
the right to sue. The Harris bill, how- 
ever, limits lawsuits to cases involving 
death, serious injury or disability. 


Harris said his bill would guarantee 


prompt payments and would lower insur- 
ance rates. He contends that the lack of 
restriction on suits for pain and suffering 
would prevent lowering premiums. 


"DELAY SOMETIMES causes acci- 


dent victims to accept terms less than 
what is equitable and fair," said Harris. 
"My bill would provide prompt and ade- 
quate payment in 99 per cent of the cases 
involved." 


Fawell countered that, "Under Sen. 


Harris' bill, we are giving up the right to 
seek claims for 90 per cent of the bodily 
injury cases. In return, we are given the 
privilege to pay for mandatory insur-

Five amendments, including one which 


would give the Illinois insurance director 
the power to order rate reductions if he 
found them to be excessive, or if a lack 
of competition existed, were added to the 
Harris bill. 


Both bills require all Illinois motorists 


to carry minimum coverage for medical 
expenses ($2,000 under the Fawell bill 
and $10,000 under the Harris bill). 


Accident victims would collect benefits 


from thsir own insurance company, re- 
gardles? of who caused the accident, un- 
der both bills. Neither bill extends cov- 
erage to property damage. 


A BILL similar to the Fawell proposal 


is still alive in the House. It is sponsored 
by Rep. Sam Maragos, D., Chicago. 


Another proposal, sponsored by Rep. 


Bernard Epton, R., Chicago, was tabled 
last week after the House stripped from 
the proposal a requirement that accident 
victims must accumulate $500 In medical 
bills before they can sue for pain and 
suffering. Epton predicted that no-fault 
is dead this year unless conciliatory 
steps are taken. 


The Illinois Insurance Information Ser- 


vice, representing Illinois casualty insur- 
ance companies, favors the Harris bill, 
SB 416. The agency says this modified 
no-fault bill is the best assurance of con- 
tinued downward tilt in auto insurance 
rates. 


Premium costs have edged downward 


over the past year in Illinois, HIS report- 
ed. This is remarkable because property 
casualty companies writing insurance in 
Illinois had to cope with half a billion 
dollars in losses, said Thomas Reynolds, 
HIS general manager. 


FOR EXAMPLE, in auto liability, in- 


surance costing a car owner $100 on Jan. 
1, 1972, cost $98.81 on Dec. 31, 1972, a 
decrease of 1.19 per cent. 


Also, automobile physical damage cov- • 


erage costing $100 at the beginning of the 
year cost'$98.70 a year later, a decline of: 
1.7 per cent. 


While the Illinois Department of Insur-. 


ance must leave the decision on no-fault- 
measures to the Illinois legislature, a 
spokesman said Friday, "we are inter- 
ested in lowering rates. We are not inter-' 
ested in no-fault unless we can do this." •. 


Another piece of good news for Illinois 


motorists is the department's plan to 
publish comprehensive insurance infor- 
mation booklets. These would compare, 
specific rates, going beyond the present 
consumer buying guide. 


According to a report prepared by the 


State Farm Insurance Companies, the 
advantage of no fault insurance Is its re-' 
distribution of insurance benefits based 
on need rather than fault. This may or 
may not lead to a reduction in auto in- 
surance costs, according to the report. 


"THE ONLY avenue that would lead to 


substantially lower insurance premiums 
is loss control," the report continues.' 
"This entails the prevention of crash 
losses before they occur, the reduction or 
prevention of bodily injury and vehicle 
damage when crashes do occur and the 
provision of better medical care and use 
of more efficient auto' repair techniques" 
after crashes occur." 


The cost of crash replacement parts Is 


an important factor in any effort to cut 
auto insurance rates, the report contin- 
ued. Bumpers, fenders and other re- 
placement items cost drivers hundreds of 
millions of dollars each year. 


Since 1963, the cost of crash replace-; 


ment parts bought by State Farm Mutual 
Insurance Co. on behalf of policyholders 
has risen more than eight times as fast 
as the cost of new cars. The average mo- 
torists has little basis on which to com- 
pare these costs, the report said, and re- 
pair parts are sold in a non-competitive 
market.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — I read your columns 


reflularly and find them very interesting 
and • Informative. There are two food 
items In which I am very interested: the 
dry cream substitutes used (or coffee 
creams, 
and pure virgin oil, ex- 


tracted from olives, used for salads. I 
would Ilka to know the cholesterol and 
saturated fat content In each In com- 
parison to using half and half coffee 
crcaf and corn oil for salads. 


Dear Reader — Most of the coffee 


whltcncrs or dry powder cream sub- 
stltucs contain coconut oil. This has no 
cholesterol but It is very high in satu- 
rated fat. Ordinary half and half cream 
has less saturated fat than most artificial 
powder coffee uhltcncrs. Incidentally, 
there are some liquid polyunsoturoted 
cream substitutes available In some re- 
gions of the country but not everywhere. 


I have tabulated the caloric value and 


the per cent of the different types of fat 
and cholesterol content in all of the com- 
mon; foods In my book "What You Need 
to Know About Food and Cooking for 
Health" (published by the Viking Press, 
623 Madison Avenue, New York, New 
York 10022. $10). 


Olive oil comes from a vegetable 


source and contains no cholesterol at all. 
Eleven per cent of Its fat content is satu- 
rated fat and seven per cent polyunsatu- 
rate!] fat. The rest is a monosaturatcd 
fat. TCorn oil Is S3 per cent polyunsatu- 
ratefl fat and only 10 per cent saturated 
fat. Jt has no cholesterol. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I was told I have

Can Jt be helped or controlled? 


I sjtlll have some swelling In my big too 


from gout and the doctor said I probably 
always would have. Ho gave me some 


blue and white capsules, also Zyloprim 
tablets.

I have never seen anything about this 


in any of your articles. Although I did 
read the one about gout. So, if there Is 
anything else you can tell us about uric 
acid, I would appreciate it. Should a per- 
son be on some kind of a diet? 


Dear Reader — Lots of peojgb with a 


relatively high uric acid level live to a 
ripe old age. Many women have high 
uric acid levels and never develop gout 
or gouty arthritis at all. There is some 
overlap between what Is considered the 
normal range of blood uric acid and the 
range of uric acid level seen in patients 
with gout. In any case, if you already 
have had gout of the big toe and have 
high uric acid level, clearly, you have 
gout. My column which you read on this 
subject, then, applied to the problem.

Doodwrlght frowned. "It could have 


been an honest mistake," he said defen- 
sively.

It'* on record that E. Howard Hunt ob- 
talnid the CIA paraphernalia, Including 
a ufe, to use In the burglary of Daniel 
Ellsoerg's psychiatrist. 


"A; NIG — can you image that? It's 


too tod Ian Fleming died before this 
happened. It might have given him mate- 
rial Iqr another James Bond book." 


DCoclwrlght's scowl darkened. "Maybe 


the CIA didn't know what Hunt was go- 
ing to do with the wig," he argued. "The 
CIAlmlght have thought ho was "going 
to ataasquoradc ball." 


"Oh, 
come now, Tom," I protested. 


"According to the CIA's deputy director 
at the time, the request for assistance 
for Hunt came from former White House 
aide: John Ehrltchman. 


"Why would Ehrllchman be asking the

Dcadwrlght's theory makes sense all 


right. And it could have future s'plnoff 
benefits. 


For years, the CIA had a sign Identi- 


fying its headquarters as a highway re- 
search center. Should it ever need a new 
cover, it can pretend to be a costume 
rental service.

Theological schools: how good a job are they doing? 


Seven of the nation's more liberal theo- 


logical schools have joined in a cam- 
paign to raise $42 million "to formulate 
plans and programs for meeting 'a crisis 
in values'." 
' H a r v a r d , Yale, Vanderbilt, Notre 
Dame, Chicago, Union Seminary in Man- 
hattan and the Graduate Theological 
Union in Berkeley, Calif., are asking for 
the $42 million "to make theological edu- 
cation a more Influential force in the 
moral structure of the nation." 


But, 
asks the conservative and In- 


fluential interdenominational magazine 
Christianity Today, "What were these 
schools doing when the crisis in values 
was developing? . . . They had the 
chance to provide proper spiritual lead- 
ership for the country with their numer- 
ous influential graduates, and they blew 
it." 


ONE EXAMPLE cited by CT Is far 


fetched: the fact that "Death of God" 
advocate Thomas Alltizer is a graduate 
of Chicago Divinity School. (For as a for- 
mer Chancellor of the University of Chi- 
cago once put it "All alumni are dan- 
gerous.") 


But CT does make something of a point 


in noting that "Colin Williams, Dean of 
Yale University Divinity School, has said 
he considers Buddhism to be as valid as 
Christianity."

logical cooperative (6 Protestant and 3 


Catholic seminaries), the board of 
trustees is headed by an exceptionally 
aggressive female chairman, Mrs. A. 
Crawford Greene, Jr. 


MRS. GREENE has tried to cover up a 


scorching sex scandal in the GTU's top 
administration by announcing a $500,000 
chair had been named in honor of the 
man involved, who was taking a well- 
deserved rest. (He was much more forth- 
right, and later publicly admitted that he 
had begun psychiatric care.) 


Mrs. Greene then attempted to rail- 


road the election of her own choice as 
President of GTU, provoking massive 
protests from both students and faculty. 
And when trustees of the first of the nine 
seminaries, American Baptist Seminary 
of the West, discussed Berkeley's radical 
political and theological image in their 
decision to move out of Berkeley, Mrs.

Officials of the Northeastern Illinois 


Planning Commission (NIPC) will be at 
the Holiday Inn at 200 E. Rand ltd., 
Mount Prospect, for two days next 
month seeking public reaction to four 
separate transit proposals. 


NIPC is hosting two similar sessions in 


suburban areas as part of a program in 
cooperation with the Regional Tran- 
portation Planning Board. The results of 
the public reaction to proposals will be 
used by the RTPB in reaching a recom- 
mendation for solving both mass transit 
and highway problems. The RTPB deci- 
sion Is expected by June 30. 


THE LOCAL NIPC session will be 


from 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. on June 5 and 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. on June 6. During 
that time local residents are invited to 
stop by the Holiday Inn to learn about 
the alternative transit proposals and too 
fill out a questionnaire explaining their 
reactions to the proposals. 


In addition to a continuous slide show 


explaining the problems with mass tran- 
sit in the Chicago metropolitan area, 
NIPC employes will be on hand to ex- 
plain the alternative solutions. 


NIPC staff members said for example 


residents might be asked whether they 
would favor restrictions on the use of pri- 
vate automobiles as one way to encour- 
age use of mass transit facilities. 


In addition, NIPC will host a formal 


presentation to explain the transit al- 
ternatives to an invited group of officials 
Including chairmen of intercommunity 
councils, county board chairmen and 
transportation district officers. 


PLANS FOR THE public session in 


Mount Prospect and Willowbrook were 
discussed at a NIPC Intergovernmental 
Relations Committee meeting last week. 


Other NIPC efforts for increased pub- 


lic contact were also discussed at that 
meeting. The organization Is still seeking 
space in a public building in the North- 
west suburbs for location of a NIPC staff 
member to head an "area desk" to pro- 


mote increased cooperation 
between 


NIPC and local communities. At the 
meeting last week plans to locate one 
area desk in the village hall of Home- 
wood were announced. 


NIPC staff members also revealed 


work is under way on a handbook ex- 


p l a i n i n g various types of inter- 
governmental cooperation and agree- 
ments that local communities can emmu- 
late. NIPC staff members are inter- 
viewing various state and local govern- 
ment officials seeking reactions on NIPC 
itself and information for the handbook.

These 
should be left to the universities whose 
sure most churches would not be trail- 
sure most chudches would not be trou- 
bled by the absence of academic creden- 
tials, if the minister possessed demon- 
strable professional competence." 


Dr. Barr contends that a "drastic, 


radical reform of education for the par- 
ish ministry is long overdue." Among 
other things he contends that seminary 
professors who know next to nothing 
about the parish church and even refuse 
to join the seminary community for wor- 
ship are like Christian Science prac- 
titioners placed in key positions in a 
medical school. 


He also pleads for Instruction in Bible 


which is not designed to produce profes- 
sors of Biblical archaeology, but parish 
clergy — with Instruction by professors 
who spend their sabbaticals in a local 
church rather than deep in esoteric study 
in Switzerland.

NBC-TV, CBS-TV and ABC-TV, there 
was a sense of a foundation for future 
questioning carefully being constructed 
by the Senate Select Committee. 


How much of the hearings will be tele- 


cast live by the three major com- 
mercial networks is indefinite at this 
point, spokesmen say. 


The video coverage continues today, 


and the networks say they will make 
judgments on future live broadcasts on a 
day-to-day basis. 


TELEVIEWERS SAW the opening ses- 


sion get under way before a packed room 
at about 9 a.m. 


Although the committee's methodical 


laying of groundwork was obvious to 


viewers, there was nonetheless a sense of 
high drama. 


The moments of humor were not so 


much funny as they were a relief in the 
high-pressure atmosphere. 


Those close to Washington's workings 


over the years perhaps found much ma- 
terial heard at the opening session famil- 
iar. 


Viewers more removed from the scene 


undoubtedly found even rudimentary 
facts about common inner procedure to 
be informative. 


ASIDE FROM Thursday's particular 


topic, television's potential in covering 
Congressional activities — or even city 
council meetings — live and at length 
was made clear once again. 


To the veteran televiewer, those who 


participated in the opening session of the 
Senate select committee seemed much 
more sophisticated in the presence of 
video cameras than many persons in 


televised hearings of long ago. 


From polities to sports to everyday 


life, people appear to accept the cameras 
more and more as part of the modern 
world. 


No casting director could improve very 


much on the appearance of those who 
took part in Thursday's session. 


SEN. SAM ERVIN is head of the com- 


mittee, and looks it. All the senators in- 
volved in the hearings look their part 
too, and viewers have a choice of atti- 
tudes with which to identify. 


The committee counsels sound like 


committee counsels. And those answer- 
ing questions seemed self-assured despite 
the coast-to-coast coverage of the pro- 
ceedings. 


As for proceedings themselves, the 


low-key approach dominated the first 
day. And television presented the pic- 
ture, and the tone, for about six hours.

•: The creation of the suburban 
•Juvenile Court branch was an- 
•nouncod last week by Chief Circuit 
; Court Judge John Boyle following a 
I meeting with several Northwest 
I suburban oificials. In response to 
'the urgings of those legislative, 
municipal and police representa- 
tives. Judge Boyle agreed to estab- 
lish a branch as a pilot program 
for several months. 


If the program succeeds, Judge 


Boyle added, lie will consider ex- 
panding it to other suburbs. 


We liave supported for years the 


concept of bringing the juvenile 
court and other county govern- 
mental agencies to the suburban 
areas. While we eventually would 
like to sec a similar branch estab- 
lished in the Northwest suburbs, 
Iwc applaud Judge Boyle's decision 
Ito create o court in Niles. 
' Currently all juvenile cases are 
heard at the Juvenile Court on 
Roosevelt Road in Chicago. 


The location and nature of that 


court arc such as to undermine its 
effectiveness and, simultaneously, 
undermine the need for suburban 
facilities. 


The traveling time to the court 


presents an unnecessary burden on 
policemen, witnesses and parents. 
Secondly, suburban police officials 
are reluctant to take minor offen- 
ders to the Juvenile Court where 
murderers, rapists and armed rob- 
bers are tried regularly. 


At the some time, there lias been 


evidence that Judges sitting in the 
Juvenile Court, exposed to the 
most heinous crimes and offen- 


ders, tend to take lightly many of 
the crimes committed by suburban 
youngsters. 


The alternative to the Juvenile 


Court in many suburbs is the phe- 
nomenon known as the station ad- 
justment — a process through 
which a policeman and the parents 
decide what should be done with a 
youthful offender. 


We feel the station adjustment is 


no better than a stop-gap measure, 
administered by persons not in the 
best position to make those critical 
decisions. 


The most effective solution to the 


problem is the establishment of 
Juvenile Court branches through- 
out the suburban areas. With 
roughly 40 per cent of the popu- 
lation in Cook County now residing 
outside the City of Chicago, we feel 
it Is incumbent to bring juvenile 
court services to those areas. 


Judge Boyle's decision obviously 


is a step toward that goal. In- 
strumental in that decision were 
the suburban representatives who 
attended the meeting with Judge 
Boyle and the presiding judges of 
the six county districts. 


Deserving the praise of the pub- 


lic for their efforts are: State Rep. 
Virginia Macdonald, R-Arlington 
Heights; Rolling Meadows Mayor 
Roland Meyer; Arlington Heights 
Village Mgr. L.A. Hanson; Mount 
Prospect Trustee Donald Furst; 
police chiefs Clarence Emrikson of 
Niles, L. W. Calderwood of Arling- 
ton Heights and Lew Case of Roll- 
ing Meadows; Arlington Heights 
Police Capt. Maury English; and 
Mount Prospect Police Sgt. Ralph 
Doney. 


It is through the efforts of such 


persons, pursuing worthwhile goals 
beyond the primary scope of their 
functions that makes for good gov- 
ernment.

'Last Tango': of despair, death 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Onr writer recently 


attended a showing of "Lost Tango In 
Paris." His critquc of it follows.

If you want to avoid watching sex on 


the screen, don't see "Last Tango in 
Paris" — although the sex is not as ex- 
plicit as rumored. 


If you want to avoid hearing unusually 


colorful language, don't see "Last Tango 
in Paris" — as it contains a verbal 
frankness unknown in American films. 


If you ignore these factors, then there's 


still a third reason to avoid the film — 
its utter candor and starkncss in dealing 
with the interrelated themes of despair 
and death. 


"Last Tango's" triumph comes not 


in its sexual and language liberation, al-

The cities and towns of the United 


States are bracing themselves for an in- 
flux of cyclists for 1973 for either recrea- 
tional or ecological reasons. A good num- 
ber of these cities ahve prepared them- 
selves by designing bike routes and/or 
have instituted bicycle control. Many of 
t h e v i l l a g e s surrounding Arlington 
Heights have already adopted bike 
routes. Park Ridge and DCS Plalnes have 
bike traffic regulations now being en- 
forced. 


Our bicycle association has already de- 


veloped a proposed bike route for Arling- 


ton Heights with all safety facets in 
mind. We have attended safety commis- 
sion meetings for one year and have not 
reached any meaningful purpose. 


There are many citizens of our town, 


along with groups (i.e., boy scouts, girl 
scouts and church affiliated) asking our 
bicycle association for trails and bike 
routes to use within the village. I have 
had personal meetings with our neigh- 
boring villages looking for new ideas and 
direction to help further better condi- 
tions for our citizens here in Arlington 
Heights. I am also striving for a better 
relationship with the city planners and 


board of trustees in this matter. 


I, again, would appreciate any advice, 


consultation or suggestions in trying to 
help make Arlington Heights a better 
place to bike.

whose life has given Paul's life both 
physical and spiritual meaning. 


When Paul first encounters her and 


rapes her in a Paris apartment, she is 
nothing more to him than a pampered, 
spoiled plaything, on whom he can vent 
his sexual wrath. Critics have charged 
the film with "blatant sexism," and if 
they are considering Paul's early atti- 
tude and treatment towards Maria, they 
are on target. Paul's a male chauvinist 
pig, without question. 


But the chauvinism is a cover for 


Paul's despair; he cannot come to terms 
with the death of his wife. His language 
reflects his struggle to draw Maria into 
his personal agony. 


Meanwhile, Maria's got an affair going 


with a young and naive Parisian film- 
maker, a boy who worships her. Their 
relationship, the shallowness of it, makes 
the Paul-Jeanne affair tower by compar- 
ison. 


And Jeanne's attention span is limited, 


especially for old men, so she deserts 
the apartment. Paul finds her, they ca- 
vort through a tango contest, he pursues 
her and is eventually shot to death on a 
balcony overlooking Paris. 


Critics note that this film is the oppo- 


site of "Deep Throat," for "Tango" is 
NOT sex for sex's sake. "Tango's" ex- 
plicit sex melts into the plot and charac- 
ters. It is offered in a human context and 
it serves as a tool to make Paul more 
human and more believable. 


For Paul is not reticent about spewing 


out his personal agony on the screen. We 
see little of his life story; but the brutal- 
ity towards those around him — and his 
final tenderness towards Maria — bely 
his past. 


One feels Paul's agony better if one's 


experiences such agony and misery close 
up. In this sense, perhaps the X-rating 
for the film is justified. 


No one under 17 years of age Is going 


to be startled by the explicitness of the 
movies, but few under 17 have experi- 
enced a fraction of Paul's experience. In- 
deed, many of us over 17 cannot identify 
with Paul due to our own limited range 
of personal experience. 


There's little plot to this film, In the 


sense of a parade of characters and/or 
adventure; there are only experiences 
with which the viewer can relate. After 
all, that's the finest purpose of art, and 
that indeed is the purpose of "Last Tan- 
go in Paris."

Genetron Incorporated, Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, has Introduced a clinical laboratory 
computerized reporting system with the 
ability to Interface •with any manufac- 
turer's hospital information system or to 
function as a "stand-alone" unit. 


The system, the LabTron, is capable of 


entering all laboratory test results by 
mark sense cards In addition to a cath- 
ode ray tube (CRT). Mark sense cards 
allow professional approval before data 
is entered into the system. 


Eugene A. Stanis, Genotron president, 


said the LabTron insures total accuracy 
In reporting. It reports results of tests 
made by automated lab equipment In a 
matter of minutes compared with the 
hours required for manual reporting. The 
first LabTron has been installed at Fort 
Sanders Presbyterian Hospital, Knox- 
vllle, Tenn. 


The LabTron system consists of a 


mini-computer cathode ray tube (CRT) 
console with keyboard, and lineprinter to 
produce a printed record. 


EACH TEST RESULT and identl- 


fication is displayed on the CRT as it is 
received until the entire run is com- 
pleted. Any test can be recalled for veri- 
fication or scrubbed or rescheduled or 
the entire run can be released for up- 
dating of the patient file in the LabTron's 
memory. 


Manually-run test results are trans- 


lated into machine-readable characters 
by checking the appropriate boxes on a 
mark sense card. The information in- 
cludes patient identification, test results, 
pick-up time and test identification. 


The completed form is passed through 


the mark sense reader and verified by 
CRT display which includes patient 
name, nursing station, and room num- 
ber. The data is then released for entry 
into the patient master file. 


The LabTron maintains an Inpatlent 


master file of all information pertaining 
directly to the patient including test re- 
sults for seven days; an outpatient file; 
and work files in two categories — to- 
day's work and future work (not ex- 
ceeding six days). 


Banking leader clarifies 


' of the prime rate 
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The prime rate may have gone up, but 


the price of money for consumers has 
been going down for more than a year. 
This is reported by Eugene H. Adams, 
president of the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation. 


"While the prime rate has risen U4 


points in the past 14 months, rates on 
consumer loans, for the most part, ac- 
tually decreased in the same period," he 
said recently. 


Comparing figures Issued by the Fed- 


eral Reserve System on consumer rates 
for January, 1972, through March, 1973, 
Adams pointed to the costs of money in 
five critical consumer loan areas: 


• New homes: FHA new-home mort- 


gage rates have declined 42 basis points 
and are averaging 7.97 per cent. 


• New automobiles: 10.04 per cent 'av- 


erage loan today compared to 10.26 per 
cent in January 1972.' 


• Mobile homes: 12.48 per cent inter- 


est on loans compared to 12.57 per cent 
16 months ago. 


• Consumer goods: The cost of money 


to purchase all other consumer goods has 
fallen .09 per cent, to 12.48. 


• Personal loans: The cost of money 


for all other pcrrsonal expenditures has 
fallen .03 per cent, to 12.71. 


The only increase in the cost of money 


available to the general public has been 
an Indicated rise of 8/10th of 1 per cent 
in bank credit card rates, to 17.91. 


Enter the myth of the prime rate. 
"As sure as I am standing here," 


Adams told the Conference of State Bank 
Supervisors, "the American housewife is 
being brought around to the view that an 
increase in the prfme rate is followed al- 
most at once by a boost in the price of a 
pound of pork chops. 


"The'genesis of this misinterpretation 


is plain to see. Even those who never go 
near a bank except to cash a check are 
being treated almost daily to dis-

there, or to the concept of yesterday's 
established guidelines for a dual prime 
rate for business loans."

"And, while it is one element in the cost 


of furnishing products and services to the 
consumer, the prime rate is a very small 
part of that cost." 


According to Adams, speaking on be- 


half of the nation's nearly 14,00d com- 
mercial banks, "The problem is that the 
prime rate is only an indicator which 
points unerringly to economic reality. 


"The kings of ancient Persia had a 


quaint habit of beheading messengers 
who brought bad tiding," he said. "The 
prime rate seems to fare no better on 
Capitol Hill in Washington." 


ADAMS SAID MUCH of the prime rate 


myth stems from the inevitable effort to 
personalize the prime rate with an over- 
simplified definition is the news media 
which states: "The prime rate Is the rate 
charged to a bank's most credit-worthy 
borrowers. It is also the rate on which all 
other interest rates are based.' 


"This erroneous paragraph forces the 


reader, or listener, to conclude that if the 
prime rate has gone up, so will the rates 
he will have to pay on any auto loan, 
home mortgage, or the money he hopes 
to borrow to pay for that new air condi- 
tioner. 


"But the facts are," said Adams, "that 


consumer loan rates are holding fast, 
and even declining!" 


"The banking industry stands second 


to none in its desire to see inflation con- 
trolled, price stability achieved, and the 
balances of international trade and pay- 
ments brought into equilibrium."

Ilursey captures team title at Prospect District 
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Area qualifies 41 for Illinois track and field finals

A pair of mujclcmcn, one from Frcmd 


and one from Rolling Meadows, appear 
to have the Herald area's best chance 
not only to place In the state track and 
field meet this weekend, but also a good 
shot at being Illinois champions. 


Hcrscy got a measure of revenge for 


missing out on the Mid-Suburban League 
title by two points. 


And the area certainly will not be un- 


der-represented In the state meet. 


These were the primary facts learned 


at the state-qualifying Prospect District 
track meet Friday night, a cool evening 
with brief showers but generally a 
good night for thlncladt. 


To elaborate ... 
The slrong-as-oxcn young men with the 


most notable single achievements were 
Jerry Finis of Frenul and John Sloan of 
Rolling .Meadows, Hold came up with the 
stale's sccoml-hcit efforts of (he spring 
In winning easily. 


Finis' 170-foot, 3-inch discus throw la 


only two feet less than the best Illinois 
has seen all season and is the longest 
effort In tills area in some time. And it 
was no fluke, since Jerry recorded tosses 
of 165-7 and 167-7 In his two previous 
meets. He, like Sloan, Is delivering when 
it really counts. 


Sloan, who works on his shot put tech- 


nique all year, had his second straight 
magnificent effort with 59 feet, 7 Inches 
That followed his 60-foot feat in the con 
fcrcncc meet which was the state's top 
throw going Into the weekend district* 
and was 13th best in Illinois history. Only 
one boy has topped Sloan's district dis- 
tance, and that was by just one Inch. 


So those two seem to have the best 


shot at state glory, although there were 
plenty of others who Friday qualified foi 
the trip to Champaign, many of whom 
turned In their top showings for '73 when 
they had to. 


Even though Mersey did not win a 


single event, the Huskies Mill amassed 
enough points to outdistance every other 
team by the relatively healthy margin of 
seven points. Schaumburg was second. 
Palatine and Maine West tied for third 
and MSL champ Elk Grove was fifth. 
Following were Arlington, Frcmd, Mnlne 
Enit and Wheeling In the 25-tcam field. 


Team points ns such do not count, of 


course, in advancement to the stato 
meet. To qualify, each boy or relay had 
to cither meet a prc-sct standard or fin 
toll In the top two in an event. 


Forty-one boys Including relay mem- 


bers from the Herald area did so and 
will appear In Champaign next weekend 
as more than spectators. The Mid-Subur- 
ban League will have 30 contestants, DCS 
I'laines schools Maine East and Maine 
West 10 and St. Viator one. 


Leading the list with qualifiers in six 


events (including one relay each) were 
Hcrscy arxl Maine East. Arlington and 
Palatine each qualified In four events. 


Besides the achievements of Finis and 


Sloan, there were other Individuals who 
sparkled. Here were some of them: 


Scott Williams, Palatine's dandy tils-

tnncc man, was the only two-event win- 
ner with easily the area's best time of 
the year In the two-mile run, 0:23.4, and 
close to the best In the mile — 4:20.5. 
Williams also holds the top time In that 
event. 


The top sophomore of the evenlne had 


to be Schaumburg's Bruce Mahllg, who 
pulled off an upset In the pole vault by 
setting a new meet record and going 
higher than anyone in the area In two 
years — 13 feet, 8% Inches. His best pre- 
viously had been 13 even. Hersey's Mark 
Conard and Conant's Doug Paape went 
13-6 each. 


Bill Klippert of Maine West, as ex- 


pected, ruled the high hurdles and equal- 
led the area peak he holds with :14,5. He 
also qualified In the low hurdles. That 
event was also won by the favorite, Dave 
Jensen of Elk Grove with :19.8, ahead of 
qualifiers Jan Fitzgerald of Palatine and 
Grenadier Steve Busse. 


Eric Porter stood out in Schaumburg's 


impressive showing by not only winning 
the 220-yard dash (:22.6) but also anchor- 
Ing the winning 880-yard relay unit which 
was clocked in 1:32.2. That was the same 
time Maine East had in an eyelash finish 


and those two squads have been the best 
880 units all spring. Members of Schaum- 
burg's quartet were Bob Cwnmlngs, Bob 
Nomellllni, Ed Martin and Porter. 


Steve Drake of Wheeling, who had 


been a two-time winner in the conference 
meet, almost did it again in his very 
tough double. He won the 880-yard run in 
1:58.1, ahead of Hersey's Chris Cooney, 
and was second in the 440 with :50.0 only 
two events later. 


St. Viator's only qualifier also was a 


winner, John McCabe with 6-3& in the 
high jump. He has led that event all sea- 
son with 6-5 and has been over 6-3 four 
times In competition. 


Ray Nee of Prospect was also his 


school's only qualifier and a winner. He 
outdid several more highly-rated oppo- 
nents to take the long jump with 21 feet, 
3V4 Inches to tie the best in the area this 
year. 


The mile relay race was a thriller. 


Like the 880 relay, it ended with two 
teams — Arlington and Horsey — posting 
the same times (3:29.2), Hersey anchor- 
man Dan Lelder caught his man at the 
tape after burning about a 50-flat split, 
but Arlington prevailed by a nose with 
the combo of Jim Nystrom, Gary Ley- 
dig, Mike Dolinajec and Craig Bern- 
hardy. 


Boys who qualified in two individual 


events each were Williams, Drake, Finis, 
Klippert and Busse. 


Other fine times which were individ- 


uals' best for the season and good 
enough to qualify included Palatine 
freshman Chuck Bell's 1:58.0 In the 880, 
mile times of 4:24.0 by Arlington's Tom 
Holub and 4:24.9 by Elk Grove's Damlan 
Archbold, and two-mile efforts of 9:27.7 
by Maine East's Gary Marshak, 9:29.7 
by Maine West's Chip Barbour, 9:30.4 by 
Arlington's Neil Haseman and 9:35.4 by 
Hersey's Jay McCarthy.

Lot's get it clear all over again. Even 


using the proper formula for cleaning 
Teflon-coated pans will result in a minor 
change in the color of the pan — and this 
change has no effect on the pan's useful- 
ness or quality. 


To bring the uninitiated up to date, 


what happened was that a reader substi- 
tuted vinegar for baking soda and was 
startled by the color change. I repeated 
the manufacturer's Instructions — two 
tablespoons of baking soda and one half 
cup of liquid household bleach mixed 
with one cup of water. Don't experiment 
with substitutions. Pour this Into any 
Teflon skillet, let simmer for five min- 
utes, then wash thoroughly and wipe it 
out with a paper towel treated with a 
tiny bit of salad oil on it. 


My own chocolate brown pan came out 


a shade lighter. There are many colors 
In Teflon pans and there will be all types 
of color changes, the result of the oxidiz- 
ing effect of the mixture. What you come 
up with is a clean pan, the Teflon quality 
unaffected albeit a shade or two lighter 
than when you bought it. 


Dear Dorothy: Is there some way one 


can tell what types of material are used 
in processing garments? While I'm not 
'allergic to nylon, I seem to be having 
trouble with wash-and-wear Items. —Kay 
Crocker 


It sounds as if you may be allergic to 


polyester which is what most wash-and- 
wear Items are made of. This Isn't un- 
usual and the best advice is to stay away 
from polyesters for a while and see what 
happens. It's something you learn to 
handle by trial and error.

Dear Dorothy: Maybe someone might 


like to know how I use and conserve pi- 
mien tos. I open a can (I usually buy the 
whole ones), use what I need, then freeze 
the rest in a plastic bag or plastic dish. 
When frozen, it's easy to slice off what's 
needed and pop the remainder back into 
the freezer. —Mrs. Jere Neterer

Fight him, not me! 


'Chamber recommendation ignored9 
Palatine bag feud grows 


Responding to Mr. Wayne Browning's 


letter to tlie Fence Post of May 7, this is 
to advise that tltc Palatine Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry undertook the 
task of administering the village of Palo- 
tlno refuse sack program three years 
;igo. During this period, the Chamber sot 
tip a new program of distribution through 
the retail merchants of Palatine which 
has proven to be more convenient for the 
residents of Palatine. Prior to Into resi- 
dents had to obtain their bags at the vil- 
lage hall. 


When the original request for bids on 


refuse sacks was sent out by the Cham* 
bcr, virtually every manufacturer who 
submitted a bid complained the bag 
specifications were far beyond what was 
required to do the job and In fact, many 
companies refused to bid on the basis 
that the specifications could not be met. 
Reputable manufacturers, such as North- 
ern 
Petrochemical Company, Union 


Camp Corporation, Ethyl Corporation, 
Gulf Oil and Union Carbide could not bid 
because they claimed that specifications 
were not able to be met. 


Only one bidder claimed he could meet 


the specifications and as a result they 
were awarded the bag contract. The con- 
tract was awarded to the Tobln Stnhr 
Company of Elk Grove Village, dis- 
tributors of packaging materials, who In 
turn had the bags manufactured by the 
Mobil Chemical Company. Prior to the 
expiration of the latest contract (ho 
Chamber of Commerce was advised that 
unless the specifications on the bag were 
changed, there would be a substantial 
price Increase, which In turn, would 
raise the ultimate price to the residents 
of Palatine. 


In July of lost year. B. F. Brieske, 


President of Vision-Wrap Industries, 
Inc.. was asked to chairman the refuse 
sack committee of the Chamber. This 
was clone because of Brieske's twenty 
years experience as a manufacturer of 
plastic bags and other flexible packaging 
material, although Vision-Wrap them- 
selves, do not manufacture refuse sacks. 


The committee recommended that the 


bag specifications be changed to some- 
thing the suppliers of refuse sacks could 
live with. The existing specifications are 
far above the present specifications of 
the National Sanitation Foundation and 
cities such ns New York. Applcton, Wll- 
mctte. Green Bay and Toronto, Canada, 
to name only a few. A change in specifi- 
cations would then enable the Chamber 
to obtain competitive bids which would 
ultimately reduce the cost of bags to the 
residents of Palatine, rather than In- 
creasing the cost. 


Mobil Chemical advised that If the 


specifications were not changed on the 
existing bags, there would be a substan- 
tial price increase. 


It was also recommended that tho 


Chamber purchase the bags directly 
from tho manufacturer rather than go 
through a middle man and set-up their 
own warehouse facility here in Palatine, 
which would make distribution to the lo- 
cal retail merchants less costly and fur- 
ther help reduce the cost of bags and 
justify tho Chamber of Commerce in- 
volvement in the Refuse Sack Program. 
It was felt that the Chamber could ulti- 
mately reduce the cost of bags to the 


residents 15 to 20 per cent. The program 
was approved by the Chamber of Com- 
merce Board of Directors and the refuse 
sack committee was advised to proceed 
with their plan. 


Their first task was to attempt to get 


the bag specifications changed and a 
number of meetings were held with com- 
mittee members, and members of the En- 
vironmental Control Board as well as 
outside experts. It was agreed that the 
specifications were in fact, confusing and 
contradictory. A meeting was held on 
January 9 at the offices of the Chcmplex 
Company, 
Rolling Meadows, Illinois 


(Chcmplex Is a manufacturer of pol- 
yethylene resins supplied to the 
1 manu- 


facturer of polyethylene film). In attend- 
ance were Environmental Control Offi- 
cer, Dick Dawson, Bill Veschuroff and 
Bob Leonard of the Environmental Con- 
trol Board; B. F. Brieske, Jerry Pin- 
dcrskl and myself of theValatine Cham- 
ber of Commerce and George Laybourne 
of the Chcmplex Company. Mr. Lay- 
bourne Is Research Advisor of Chemplex 
who presently is re-writing material 
specifications and up-dating test methods 
of the National Flexible Packaging Asso- 
ciation. He is a qualified expert in his 
field. At this meeting, it was agreed that 
certain specifications should be changed. 
Since the Tobln-Stahr contract had ex- 
pired, the Chamber had entered a special 
order for bags that did not meet specifi- 
cations but which apparently did not 
cause undo harm to the residents. The 
Chamber was told they would have new 
specifications shortly. On January 15, 
Brlcskc, Plndcrskl and I met with the 
Village Trustees and explained our pro- 
gram. New bag specifications were to 
be available by February 12 at which 
time Brlcskc and I attended another 
meeting with the trustees. However, 
specifications were not yet available and 
the trustees were advised that the Cham- 
ber would again soon be out of bags so 
another emergency order was to be en- 
tered. The trustees told Dick Dawson to 
have new specifications ready no later 
than March 5th. The Chamber received 
the new specifications on March 26 — if 
they were available on March 5, the En- 
vironmental Control Board neglected to 
Inform the Chamber. Upon receipt of the 
new specifications, the Chamber found 
very little change In some cases, the new 
specifications arc more difficult to meet. 
At any rate, the changes that the Envi- 
ronmental Control Board had agreed to 
make were not made. 


In conclusion, the Chamber has made 


every effort to cooperate with the Envi- 
ronmental Control Board, the village 
trustees and the village manager, re- 
gardless of any comments to the con- 
trary. If there Is a garbage bag shortage, 
which there Isn't, let's put the blame 
where it belongs. The Environmental 
Control Board may be experts on ecology 
but they know very little about plastic 
bags. The Chamber feels the citiztns of 
this community should not be obligated 
to buy a Rolls Roycc when a Ford or 
Chevy would do just as well. Tho Cham- 
ber feels that every effort should bo 
made to keep the pocketbook of the resi- 
dents in mind as well as the health of the 
community. The Chamber feels that its 
recommendations have been ignored by

the Department of Health and the Envi- 
ronmental Control Board. It is the desire 
of the Chamber to continue to advocate 
for a quality community program. It is 
ironic that out of approximately 55 in- 
vitations to bid only five bidders respond- 
ed with highly varying bids; a very poor 
showing for our refuse bag ordinance 
specifications. 


The Chamber has assumed the finan- 


cial responsibility for a million bag or- 
der, and has many other community ori- 
ented programs, the support of which 
comes from many and varied sources. 
The officers, directors and members con- 
tribute hundreds upon hundreds of hours 
of free time and services to the commu- 
nity, all of which is done anonymously 
and without compensation. We have only 
two paid employees who work very hard 
and long hours for our community. As a 
not-for-profit group, all funds flowing 
Into the Chamber flow out in our commu- 
nity.

She describes abortion process 


This is a reply to Linda Schaefer's let- 


ter printed on April 30. 


Miss Schaefer does not seem to be well 


Informed on the subject. It seems that all 
the pro-abortionists are quick to say that 
they are full of sympathy for the rape 
victim of the battered child. How can the 
anti-abortionists be so heartless? 


The rape victim is indeed a tragedy. 


The cases of pregnancy from rape, how- 
ever, are extremely rare. The rape vic- 
tim should go to a hospital where she 
will be treated to prevent conception and 
from getting V.D. The battered child is 
the saddest victim of our society, yet 
psychologists will tell you that abused 
children are usually wanted by their par- 
ents. Dr. Edward Lenoski, professor of 
pediatrics at the University of Southern 
California, did a 4'A-year study of 400 
battered children and found that 90 per 
cent were planned pregnancies. Far 
above the average. We could abort all 
" u n w a n t e d children" and not sig- 
nificantly reduce the numbers of bat- 
tered children. The solution of the bat- 
tered child problem centers in psy- 
chiatric help for the parents involved, 
not ending the lives for "unwanted chil- 
dren." 


The suction machine would be used for 


aborting a baby up to 12 weeks old. The 
cervix is first dilated and a plastic tube 
is inserted into the uterus. The machine 
creates a powerful vacuum, which 
breaks the fetus apart and sucks it 
through the tube into a glass jar. 


At 12 weeks all body systems In the 


baby are not only present, but function- 
ing, and the baby is sensitive to touch 
over his entire body. When giving in- 
trauterine blood transfusions, it is neces- 
sary to sedate the baby as well as the 
mother, for he jumps away from the 
needle violently If he is not anesthetized. 
There Is no reason to suppose that he 
does not feel the pain of his own abor- 
tion. His abortion at 12 weeks would be a 
dlletatlon and curretage, known as a 
D&C. The cervix is dilated and a spoon- 
shaped, razor-sharp Instrument called a 
curette is inserted into the uterus. The 
living baby is cut Into pieces by the cu- 
rette and pulled or scooped out limb by 
limb. The larger parts, such as the head, 
arc crushed with forceps for easier re- 
moval. 


At 18 weeks the child would most likely 


be aborted by sallnization or "salting 
out." When using this method, a needle 
is inserted through the mother's abdo- 
men, the amniotlc fluid is withdrawn 
from the sac and a saline or salt solution 
is Injected. This solution Irritates the lin- 
ing of the uterus, causing It to contract, 
and labor begins. The salt solution also 
causes the baby to go into convulsions 
and usually ends his life. Within 24 to 48 
hours, the woman delivers a dead baby. 
However, 62 babies were reported born 
alive in New York following saline abor- 
tions in the first year that abortions were 
legalized there. The skin of the baby is 
burned as a result of the burning agent 
in the salt solution. 


Horrible, painful deaths. What batters 


a child more than abortion? Why aren't 
you concerned about these battered chil- 
dren? For the woman there is an ele- 
ment of risk in every type of abortion, 
even when performed by a doctor In a 
licensed hospital. In a recent letter to the 
Journal of the American Medical Assoc., 
Dr. Norman R. Kaplan stated, "Saline 
amnicentesls abortion has the highest fa- 
tality rate of any elective surgical tech- 
nique, second only to cardiac trans- 
plantation." 


After 20 weeks, the baby would prob- 


ably be aborted by the method known as 
hysterotomy. This method is exactly like 
a Caesarean section, until after the cord 
is cut. Instead of being taken to the nur- 
sery, the baby is dropped Into a bucket 
and left to die. Babies aborted by this 
method are always delivered alive. They 
all move, breathe, and some will even 
cry. On a recent radio program, Free 
Forum, (WWMM) Mrs. Marcy Sneed, 
vice president of Illinois Right to Life, 
said some babies cried while being car- 
ried in a plastic garbage bag to the in- 
cinerator in the hospital. Unwanted by 
their natural mothers, but wanted des- 
perately by the thousands of childless 
couples who have unsuccessfully tried to 
adopt a child in recent months. 


There are many other questions about 


abortion, including the frequently made 
statement that legalizing abortion would 
eliminate criminal abortions. This is 
purely wishful thinking and a completely 
false statement. 


We should become as well informed on 


this critical subject as possible. Once we 
lose our reverence for any part of life, 
we lose reverence for all life. Today the 
attack begins with the unborn, but Is 


being rapidly extended to the mentally 


unfit, the "genetically Inferior" and the 
aged. About a year ago at John Hopkins 
Hospital, a mongoloid baby was born 
with an intestinal blockage which can be 
easily cured with a simple operation. The 
parents, however, decided that to bring 
such a child home would be unfair to 
their other two children, and therefore 
refused the operation. The baby was 
wheeled Into a room where it took 15 
days to starve to death. In California, a 
welfare mother gave birth to a'baby with 
no arms. She didn't want the child, so no 
food was given and It too was starved to 
death. 


Perhaps a more informed public will 


not be so quick to resort to the violent 
destruction of human life as a solution to 
human problems. Parents really owe It 
to themselves to see these films, because 
they will see exactly what information is 
being given to our young people in 
schools, distributed by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

Underground phone cables become 
damaged from haphazard diggers 


Underground cable may eliminate the 


hazard of hungry squirrels gnawing on 
overhead telephone lines. However, the 
telephone company now finds itself in 
contention with greedy gophers, week- 
end landscapers and construction work- 
ers. 


While repellents are being developed 


to combat the gopher and other ro- 
dents, the elimination of the human 
hazard requires only the dialing of 611 
to find the location of underground 
cable. 


Persons planning to bo anv digging 


are urged to give Central Telephone 
Company at least 24 hours notice. 


If 
necessary, the locator is ra- 


dio-dispatched and can arrive on the 
scene within minutes. 


The hazard of the unaware digger af- 


fects not only the telephone company, 
but the "entire health, wealth and wel- 
fare of all," according to Robert Neetz, 
Outside Plant Engineer for the Park 
Ridge District. 


A cable cut not only results in the 


loss of phone service to a wide area but 
can also mean the disconnection of fire 
nnd burglar alarms and other vital ser- 
vices. 


Even a small slit or pinhole in under- 


ground cable can result in the loss of 
service once water seeps into the break. 


It is not exactly an easy job to repair 


cut cable! A single cable can contain 
from 25 to 2,700 pairs, each represent- 
ing one telephone line. Each of those 
pairs must be matched up, tested and 
spliced together. 


Repair time, depending on the size of 


the cable, ranges from a few hours up to 
days and even weeks. Much of the cable 
is made according to Central Tele- 
phone's specific needs and must be reor- 
dered. Delivery might> take 30 days 
even on an emergency basis, according 
to Ncetz. 


Another hazard in some locations is 


the buying of telephone cable next to 
electrical and other utility cables. The 
cable is similar in appearance and diffi- 
cult for the layman to distinguish. 


"With all the underground cable 


nowadays, you almost have to dig with 
a spoon," says John Perkins, who lo- 
cates cable for Central Telephone.

In addition to the hazards, a cable 


cut can prove to be expensive. Under- 
ground cable in the Des Plaines area 
amounts to $10 million. 


The person cutting the cable is as- 


sessed for the cost of repairs which 
ranged from $14 to more than $2,000 
per cut during 1972. However, the loss 
of phone service can never be fully re- 
covered. Neetz,points out. 


"I've had contractors tell me frankly 


that it is cheaper for them to cut the 
cable and let their insurance company 
worry about it than to hold up a job 
until the cable is located," Perkins says. 
"They don't realize the inconvenience 
they might cause and the danger, in 
some cases." 


There are times the telephone com- 


pany is not notified a cable has been cut 
until a customer reports his phone out 
of order. The difficulty of repair is then 


increased since the cut must be found 
through a combination of maps, mea 
suring and "private eye work" of 
searching for fresh diggings in the vicin- 
ity. 


When a cable cut occurs, Central 


Telephone does what it- can to insure 
the least amount of inconvenience to its 
customer. When emergency lines are in- 
volved, such as those to hospitals, fire 
stations and police departments, service 
is continued through, the rerouting of 
lines. 


Notices are hung on the doors of af- 


fected customers informing them of the 
temporary interruption and the repair 
efforts. Spot announcements on radio 
and notices in the local newspapers 
might also be arranged. 


If the interruption is to last more 


than several hours, mobile telephone 
units might be brought to the area. 
Emergency radio equipment might also 
be put into use. 
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Plans for fire 
station proceed 
despite study 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


tcr said Friday the Wheeling Rural Fire 
Protection District will go ahead with Its 
plan to build a fire station on Dundee 
Road despite n recommendation by an 
Independent fire study to abandon the 
Idea. 


"The district has already signed an 


agreement with the contractor," Winter 
sold. "They by no means are considering 
dropping the Idea of a fire station on 
Dundee Road." 


The fire study, which suggested forma- 


tion of a municipal department in two 
years, said Instead of the Dundee Road 
station, the village should consider con- 
structing a station near the village hall, 
at Lake-Cook Road and Raupp Boule- 
vard. It also suggests a second fire sta- 
tion at Busch and Wlcland roads, in Lake 
County, at a later date. 


If the Dundee Road station is built, the 


study said the village will eventually 
need three stations Instead of two. Win- 
ter, however, disagreed saying the Dun- 
dec Road station will not necessitate a 
third station. 


WINTER SAID he thinks the Dundee 


Road station is a necessity because of 
the high number of businesses and multi- 
family developments In the vicinity. "I 
cannot agree that it would be more ad- 
vantageous to have a fire station near 
the village hall rather than on Dundee 
Road," ho said. 


Winter said a quick response to the 


Dundee Road area Is Important because 
of the high density of people there. "We 
can lose a lot of people If we don't get 
there in a hurry," he said. 


The study, which was made by the Na- 


tional Loss Control Service Corp. of Long 
Grove, said a station near the village 
hall, rather than on Dundee Road, could

"I don't think the 
NLCS took everything into consideration 
before making the report." 


Winter said having the fire station on 


Dundee Road, instead of near the village 
hall, will not hamper the department's 
response time to areas north of the sta- 
tion. "We will be able to adequately cov- 
er the whole area with no trouble," he 
sold. 


The Illinois Rating and Inspection Bu- 


reau, which rates fire departments for 
Insurance purposes, agrees with Winter, 
that Dundee Road is the best location for 
the new station. 


The study cited traffic congestion as 


another reason why the station should 
not be built on Dundee Road. Winter, 
however, said because the department 
will service the Dundee Road area, fire- 
men will be required to drive there any- 
way. 


FINALLY, THE study said the Dundee 


Road station probably is not needed be- 
causo of a mutual aid agreement be- 
tween Arlington Heights and Buffalo 
Grove. Under the agreement, firemen 
from Arlington Heights Station No. Four, 
located on Arlington Heights Road south 
of Dundee Road, will respond to some 
calls on Dundee Road In Buffalo Grove. 


Winter said because of the recommen- 


dation by the study to establish a munici- 
pal department, the fire district has de- 
cided to reduce the size of the Dundee 
Road station. The station will have three 
bays Instead of four and will have quar- 
ters for six men instead of 12, Winter 
said. 


When the original station was planned, 


Winter said the district thought it would 
be the only station serving the Cook 
County portion of the village. But with 
two stations in the village, the Dundee 
Road station does not have to be as big 
or house as much equipment, Winter 
said. 


The proposed municipal department 


would bring Lake and Cook County resi- 
dents under the Jurisdiction of the same 
department. At' present, Cook County 
residents are served by the Wheeling dis- 
trict, while Lake County residents are 
served by the Long Grove Rural Fire 
Protection District. 


The recommendations in the fire study 


will be considered by the village board 
on May 29. It is questionable whether the 
board can prevent construction of the 
fire station on Dundee Road since it was 
approved by them last month. 


Construction of the station which would

Signs designating Northwest Commu- 


nity Hospital in Arlington Heights as a 
"Trauma Center" will be posted soon 
along state highways throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Trauma cases are distinguished from 


other emergency situations because they 
involve more than one kind of bodily in- 
jury. More severe injuries from auto ac- 
cidents, for example, are classified as 
trauma cases. 


Northwest was selected as a Trauma 


Center by the North Suburban Planning 
Association, a group of doctors and hos- 
pital officials responsible for coordinat- 


ing medical care in the northern sub- 
urbs. 


The hospital was chosen because of its 


staff, equipment and ability to handle 
serious emergency cases on a 24-hour 
basis, according to a spokesman at Cook 
County Hospital. 


SIGNS MARKED with a large blue H 


and giving directions to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital, 800 W. Central Rd., will 
be posted along the Tollway, Northwest 
Highway, Rand Road, Dundee, Golf and 
Algonquin roads, said Jack Ryon, public 
relations director at the hospital. 


Ryon said the number of emergency 


cases treated at Northwest so far this 
year is about 15 per cent ahead of last 
year when a record 36,000 patients were 
treated. The number currently is aver- 
aging over 115 daily. 


The availability of 24-hour emergency 


doctor care and the success of the area's 
mobile intensive care program were oth- 
er reasons why Northwest received the 
Trauma Center designation, he said.

The hospital's paramedic and ambu-

A bill that would clear the way for 


Prospect Heights to Incorporate is ex- 
pected to pass In the Illinois Senate 
'sometime next week. The bill has al- 
ready been passed in the Illinois House 
of Representatives. 


State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northflcld, 


said Friday he expects there will be no 
problem passing the bill in the Senate. 
The bill, sponsored by State Rep. Robert 
Juckctt, R-Park Ridge, sailed through 
the House Thursday with a 107-0 vote. 


The bill would allow Prospect Heights 


to Incorporate as a city without consent 
of neighboring municipalities. Attempts 
by the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA) have been stymied 
for two years because Arlington Heights 
and Wheeling have objected to the in- 
corporation. The courts have upheld the 
objections. 


Juckctt's bill now goes to the Senate 


Committee on Local Government for a 
recommendation. The committee will 
probably recommend passage of the bill 
since It recommended (10-2) passage of a 
similar bill sponsored by Glass. 


CLASS SAID he will go ahead with his 


bill, which should be voted on in the Sen- 
ate this week. He stressed, though, that 
If both bills are passed the governor 
would sign only one Into law. 


The two bills would permit unincorpo- 


rated areas of 7,500 or more residents to 
incorporate without approval of nearby 
villages. For an area of less than 7,500 or 
more residents, the bill requires consent 
from municipalities within Ilb miles. 


The proposed city of Prospect Helghs 


has about 13.000 persons, according to 
PIIIA officials. 


Wheeling and Arlington Heights village 


officials had mixed reactions on passage 
of the bill In the House. Both groups had 
formally objected to the bills, as did the 
Illinois Municipal League. 


"If the legislature docs not take into 


account the problem that we have very 
clearly pointed out to them, we shall hold 
them responsible for their action," said 
Jack Walsh, Arlington Heights village 
president. "Our objection is not the con- 
cept of Incorporation but the failure to 
recognize clear deficiencies In the pro- 
posed borders." 


GEORGE PASSOLT. Wheeling village 


manager, had no comment on tho bill's 
passage. Wheeling officials will meet 
with PHI A representatives tonight to dis- 
cuss the Incorporation, The PHI A has re- 
quested the meeting In attempts to get 
Wheeling's consent to the proposed city. 


"We'll be talking to Prospect Heights 


representatives. I don't know at this 


stage of the game If we'll be doing any 
more protesting. It will depend on the 
outcome of the discussions," Passolt 
said.

The PHIA has met with Mount Pros- 


pect and Arlington Heights on the con- 
sent Issue.

A multipurpose arena for hockey and 


tennis may be built adjacent to the Chi- 
cago Cougars hockey stadium tentatively 
planned on Northwest Highway in Pala- 
tine, north of Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


The smaller arena, seating 7,000 to 


11,000 persons, would be used by the Cou- 
gars as a practice rink and also could be 
transformed into tennis courts for profes- 
sional tennis matches. 


Jordon and Walter Kaiser, are owners 


of property on the northslde of Northwest 
Highway between Wilke Road and 111: 
Rte. 53, and part-owners of the Chicago 
Cougars professional hockey team. 


Jordon Kaiser is also executive vice 


president of a new organization, World 
Team Tennis, which is planning to set up 
a professional tennis league with 12 fran- 
chises from throughout the country. De- 
tails on the new tennis league are to be 
made public tomorrow. 


ED GRUSIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


He indicated the smaller arena prob- 


ably would be built in Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium is to seat 
18,000 to 19,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusin said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that 
because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 
have not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and are In- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
In the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 36-lane 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley is "In the talking stage," 
said Grusin. 


THE KAISERS last year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1350 E. Northwest Hwy., and are final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusin, is "a place where 
a family could go, pick a sport they 
would like to participate in, and find it 
all there." 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of tho sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 16 acres on the east side 
of Rte. 53. Grusin also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zayre tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayre Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDade and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusin said the Zayre building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site is that it is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rossiter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, in the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 
pared in 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention Is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances. 


Nearby residents of the Kaiser proper- 


ty are withholidng judgment on the bur- 
geoning sports plans until more definite 
details are available. 


Evaline Stenzel, president of the Ar- 


lington Crest Civic Association, said Ar- 
lington Crest residents plan to attend a 
meeting Wednesday of the 
village 


board's planning, building and zoning 
committee to seek "a total overview" of 
the various projects. 


The proposed addition of three tennis 


courts is scheduled to come before the 
committee. 


Miss Stenzel said the residents are not 


necessarily opposed to construction of a 
large arena, but want to know first how 
it would affect traffic patterns and other 
concerns. 


Arlington Crest residents vehemently 


opposed construction of Kaiser's tennis- 
ice skating-roller skating complex last 
year.

THE KUNKEL firm is one of three 


partners in Des Plaines Mall Corp., 
eventual owner of the downtown super- 
block redevelopment project.

Swanson said he will not resign his 


chairmanship of the committee or his 
council scat. "I'll only be n salesman 
here.

Kunkel as the largest Realtor in Des 
Plaines. 


The firm is Involved In both redevelop- 


ment and city hall projects that will face 
council votes this summer. 


Last year, Kunkel and Martin's Lee- 


Des Plaines Corp. sold property for the 
$2.2 million city hall, at 1426-1428 Miner 
St., to Des Plaines for $75,000. "That was 
the best deal the city ever got," Margin 
said.

Fourth graders9 bee exhibit county runnerup

Overcoming obstacles such as tho lack 


of an electrical outlet, six fourth- 
graders from Plalnview School won 
county recognition for their bee exhibit 
recently. 


Their project was runner-up in the 


Cook County State Fair contest. Winners 
of this contest attend the Illinois State 
Fair held later in the summer and com- 
pete with other county winners. 


Tho project's centerpiece is a large ro- 


tating facsimile of a bee. Unfortunately, 


in order to rotate, the bee needs elec- 
tricity and the building In which the ex- 
hibits were judged had no electrical out- 
lets that worked. 


THE SECOND problem came when the 


group discovered that no live animals 
could be part of the exhibit. They had 
added a few live bees to their project. 


The bees were in a box, explained one 


fourth-grader. Another added that many 
people stood around watching the in- 
sects. 


The object of the rotating bee and the 


live bees was to add some movement to 
the exhibit, according to the fourth-gra- 
ders' teacher, Robert Phillips. Last 
year's project just sat there, Phillips 
said.

Cougars' owners weigh more hockey, tennis plans 


by MARCIA KBAMER 


A multipurpose arena for hockey and 


tennis may be built adjacent to the Chi- 
cago Cougars hockey stadium tentatively 
planned on Northwest Highway In Pala- 
tine, north of Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


The smaller arena, seating 7,000 to 


11,000 persons, would be used by the Cou- 
gars as a practice rink and also could be 
transformed into tennis courts for profes- 
sional tennis matches. 


Jordan and Walter Kaiser, are owners 


of property on the northslde of Northwest 
Highway between Wllke Road and 111. 
Rte. 53, and part-owners of the Chicago 
Cougars professional hockey team. 


Jordon Kaiser is also executive vice 


president of a new organization, World 
Team Tennis, which is planning to set up 
a professional tennis league with 12 fran- 
chises from throughout the country. De- 
tails on the new tennis league are to be 
made public tomorrow. 


ED GltUSIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


He indicated tin; smaller arena prob- 


ably would be built in Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium Is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium is to seat 
18,000 to 19,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusin said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. • 


He added, however, that because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 


have not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and are in- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 36-lana 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley is "in the talking stage," 
said Grusin. 


THE KAISERS last year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1350 E. North-west Hwy., and are final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusin, Is "a place where 
a family could go, pick a sport they 
would like to participate In, and find it 
all there." 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of the sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 16 acres on the east side 
of Rte. 53. Grusin also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zayre tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayre Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDade and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusin said the Zayre building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site is that it is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rossiter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, in the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 


pared in 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances. 


Nearby residents of the Kaiser proper- 


ty are withholidng judgment on the bur- 
geoning sports plans until more definite 
details are available. 


Evallne Stenzel, president of the Ar- 


lington Crest Civic Association, said Ar- 
lington Crest residents plan to attend a 
meeting 
Wednesday of the 
village 


board's planning, building and zoning 
committee to seek "a total overview" of 
the various projects. 


The proposed addition of three tennis 


courts is scheduled to come before the 
committee. 


Miss Stenzel said the residents are not 


necessarily opposed to construction of a 
large arena, but want to know first how 
it would affect traffic patterns and other 
concerns. 


Arlington Crest residents vehemently 


opposed construction of, Kaiser's tennis- 
ice skating-roller skatidg complex last 
year. 


Miss Stenzel said she was concerned 


that the Kaisers "have not lived up to 
their commitment in providing reten- 
tion" for the sports complex, and like- 
wise might not provide adequate 're- 
tention for a new structure. 


The Arlington Crest subdivision, Imme- 


diately east of the Kaiser property, In- 
cludes 90 homes.

The entire Elk Grove Industrial area 


could "cave in" for lack of public trans- 
portation to bring workers from the city 
to the suburbs. 


Craig Kopstain. employment coordina- 


tor at Honeywell Corp., mnde this pre- 
diction recently while announcing that 
Honeywell's Arlington Heights plant will 
start n commuter bus service for Its Chi- 
cago inner-city workers. 


Stan Klybcr, director of the Elk Grove 


Village Association of Industry nnd Com- 
merce, says many plants in the village 
have faced a shortage of semi-skilled and 
unskilled laborers that can be traced 
directly to lack of transportation in the 
suburbs. 


Most unskilled and semi-skilled workers 


don't live In the area because there is 
little housing they can afford, Klyber 
said. But at the same time there is an 
exodus of industrial plants from the city 
to the suburbs and there is no real trans- 
portation system here to serve them, he 
added. 


"TRANSPORTATION Is n major fac- 


tor in the current and future devel- 
opment of tho business community," 
Klybcr said. "I am sure at least 50 per 
cent of the businesses out here have been 
affected at one time or another hy short- 
ages In their labor pools because of this 
problem." 


Low and moderate-income housing 


may be another method of bringing 


workers to the suburbs, nnd local hous- 
ing commissions are studying plans and 
locations for these developments in the 
future. 


For an immediate solution, Honeywell 


operates three buses for employes (two 
to tho Jefferson Park elevated station 
and one to Evanston). Kopstaln said 
buses will begin rolling between Arling- 
ton Heights and the south side of Chicago 
"as quickly as possible." 


"The company is acting for employes 


who are Interested In the bus service. 
This will not be a company subsidized 
operation," Kopstain said. Ho said a 
schedule of stops has not been deter- 
mined, but the dally round-trip fare Is 
expected to be $3. 


WITH THE start of the south side bus 


service, about 110 employes, or 10 per 
cent of Honeywell's Arlington Heights la- 
bor force, will be riding to work by bus. 
The new commuter service grew out of 
talks between Honeywell and the Minor- 
ity Industrial Relations Council head- 
quartered hi DCS Plaines. 


"The lack of transportation very se- 


riously hurts companies in this area," 
said Norman Paul, personnel director at 
Commercial Machine Works in Elk 
Grove Village. "We can't tap the re- 
source of workers in Chicago unless we 
have transportation out here." 


Paul said that although his company 


docs not have a lot of unskilled and semi-

A representative for Bcrger Kcllcy & 


Associates, the district nrcliitect, has 
blamed most of the delays on "mis- 
management" of the general contractor, 
Albert Berg. 


IN MARCH, the district took the first 


step toward tho possible firing of Berg 
by giving Berg and his bonding company 
notice that his work was not considered 
satisfactory. Since the notice was given, 
progress on construction has reportedly 
Improved. 


Tho March notification did not commit 


the board to any action, but only served 
as a legal notice to Berg of dis- 
satisfaction with his work. 


When construction began early last 


year, the board had hoped tho school 
could bo open by January. The opening 


dote was successively pushed back to 
mid-March, then Mid-May, then June 1, 
then July 15. The school Is now supposed 
to be ready for classes before the start of 
the next school year. 


The progress report on construction 


was requested at the last meeting by 
Board Member Erwin Poklackl. 


ALSO AT THE last board meeting, ma-

ket for the housing development being 
planned for a site near Devon Avenue 
and 111. Rte. 53 after it is built. 


A public hearing is scheduled for May 


30 on the annexation and rezonlng of a 
267-acrc site for the multi-million housing 
project that is expected to attract about 
13,000 people. The plan commission will 
discuss Devon-53 at a special meeting at 
8 p.m. today at the village hall, 901 Well- 
ington Ave. 


Plan Comr. Mead Klllion has contacted 


Jerome Stone, of Residential Planning 
Corp. in Chicago, concerning a market 
study. Killion said the firm was the com- 
mission's choice if the study could be 
completed in time for the hearing. The 
cost of the study and Stone's testimony 
on the study at a public hearing is $1,000. 


THE VILLAGE trustees must allocate 


the $1,000 expenditure before the firm 
can be hired, but trustee approval is ex- 
pected. 


Klllion said the marketing consultants 


will answer questions like: is the pro- 
posed Devon-53 development economic- 
ally feasible, can the acreage be profit- 
ably developed as single-family homes 
and what will be the effect on home- 
owners in the area if the project is built. 


The plan commission also has hired Al- 


len Kracower, of Allen Kracower & Asso- 
ciates Inc., of Evanston, as a planning 
consultant to prepare the commissioners 
for hearing. He is preparing a soil im- 
pact study to determine what the land 
will support and will draw up his ideas 
on how the land could be developed.

Tough water 
retention 
law urged 


Businesses and plants in Elk Grove 


Village may be required to provide their 
own stormwater retention facilities be- 
cause of an effort to alleviate flooding 
problems in the village. 


Village plan commissioners said last 


week they would like an ordinance 
passed requiring all industrial builders to 
provide for water retention so the runoff 
from rains won't be any greater than it 
was before the land was developed. 


Currently the Metropolitan Sanitary 


District requires industrial and com- 
mercial sites of five acres or more to 
store rain water on the same property on 
which it fell. The commissioners in- 
dicated they would like this same re- 
quirement extended to all business prop- 
erties no matter what size. 


Commission Chairman William Shan- 


non said rooftop water storage and reten- 
tion ponds would be acceptable to meet 
the requirement. 


VILLAGE ENGINEER Don Ciaglia 


said Friday he has been looking into the 
possibility of a new water retention ordi- 
nance for the village for the past two 
months. He said so far it has not been 
determined if it is more practical to re- 
quire retention on all industrial proper- 
ties or to lower the acreage requirement 
for retention from five acres to some oth- 
er size. 


The plan commissioners considered 


proposing an industrial building morato- 
rium until the retention problem is 
solved but later vetoed the idea because 
they felt il would be unfair to developers. 


Shannon suggested the commissioners 


work with the village engineer to draft a 
retention ordinance. 


In the area of residential planning, 


Shannon said the commission will take a 
more active part in studying future hous- 
ing developments. He said it is important 
that individual lots be planned well for 
the good of the families who will live 
there. 


"Just because lots meet the minimum 


size requirements does not mean they 
are good lots," Shannon said. "I think 
the plan commission has come of age 
where it can concentrate on good plan- 
ning, and not just zoning."

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Cougars' owners weigh 
more hockey, tennis plans

A multipurpose arena for hockey nnd 


tennis may be built adjacent to the Chi- 
cago Cougars hockey stadium tentatively 
planned on Northwest Highway In Pala- 
tine, north of Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


The smaller arena, seating 7,000 to 


11,000 persons, would be used by the Cou- 
gars as a practice rink and also could be 
transformed Into tennis courts for profes- 
sional tennis matches. 


Jordan nnd Walter Kaiser, are owners 


of property on the northslclc of Northwest 
Highway between Wilkc Road and III. 
ntc. 53, and part-owners of the Chicago 
Cougars professional hockey team. 


Jordan Kaiser Is also executive vice 


president of a new organization, World 
Team Tennis, which Is planning to set up 
a professional tennis league with 12 fran- 
chises from throughout the country. De- 
tails on the new tennis league nrc to be 
made public tomorrow. 


KI) GKt'SIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


He Indicated the smaller arena prob- 


ably would be built In Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium Is to scat 
18.000 to 10,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If wo had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusln said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine Is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 
hav,? not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and arc In- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
In the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 36-lane 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley Is "In the talking stage," 
said Grusin. 


THE KAISERS lost year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1330 E. Northwest Hwy., and arc final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusln, Is "a place whcro 
a family could go. pick a sport they 
would like to participate in, and find it 
all there." 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of the sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 1G acres on the cast side 
of Rtc. S3. Grusin also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zoyre tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayrc Department Store that recently 
went out of business Is to be replaced by 
a McDade and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusln said the Zayrc building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site Is that It is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rosslter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, In the Immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 
pared In 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention Is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances. 


Nearby residents of the Kaiser proper- 


ty arc wlthholidng judgment on the bur- 
geoning sports plans until more definite 
details arc available. 


Evalinc Stcnzel, president of the Ar- 


lington Crest Civic Association, said Ar- 
lington Crest residents plan to attend a 
meeting Wednesday of the village 
board's planning, building and zoning 
committee to seek "a total overview" of 
the various projects. 


The proposed addition of three tennis 


courts Is scheduled to come before the 
committee. 


Miss Stcnzel said the residents are not 


necessarily opposed to construction of a 
large arena, but want to know first how 
It would affect traffic patterns and other 
concerns. 


Arlington Crest residents vehemently 


opposed construction of Kaiser's tennis- 
Ice skating-rollcr skating complex last 
year. 


Miss Slcnzcl said she was concerned 


that the Kaisers "have not lived up to 
their commitment In providing reten- 
tion" for the sports complex, and like- 
wise might not provide adequate re- 
tention for a new structure. 


The Arlington Crest subdivision, imme-

skilled positions, it docs have problems 
recruiting persons for the Jobs they do 
have — and keeping them there. He 
added that wages arc good in the sub- 
urbs, and It Is the lack of transportation 
that makes the area unattractive. 


Bob Beaucock, personnel manager at 


Cinch Manufacturing Co. in the village, 
said some workers at his firm drive to 
work In carpools from Chicago. He said 
the lack of transportation Is not a new 
problem and he doesn't see a solution In 
the near future. 


Beaucock said the difficulty In finding 


livable housing that is affordable Is keep- 
ing unskilled workers out of the area. 
"The combination of transportation and 
housing has contributed to the unavaila- 
bility of employes In the area," he said. 


KLYBER SAID when companies that 


want to locate In Elk Grove Village con- 
tact his office for Information about the 
community, they always ask about the 
availability of labor and transportation. 
"We tell them there is labor here, but it 
may take a while to get a work force 
built up," he said. 


The proposal for an internal village 


transportation system is excellent for lo- 
cal people, but it doesn't bring In the 
work force from other areas, Klyber 
said. 


Klyber said more than 20,000 persons 


are employed in the industrial park, and 
although he couldn't pin down the per- 
centage of semi-skilled and unskilled 
jobs, he said the number is substantial. 


"The wage scales here are excellent, 


and the Jobs arc here. The problem al- 
ways goes back to transportation," Kly- 
ber said. Ho said he hopes a private 
transportation company will .eventually 
find it attractive to operate a bus service 
between Chicago and Elk Grove Village.

ED GRUSIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


Ho indicated the smaller .irena prob- 


ably would be built in Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium Is to seat 
10,000 to 19.000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusln said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine Is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that because

The 
Zayre Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDade and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusin said the Zayre building "would

Geological Survey maps as being In a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rossiter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, in the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 


pared in 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances.

Ho indicated the smaller nrcna prob- 


ably would be built in Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium is to seat 
18,000 to 19,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusin said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 
have not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and are in- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 36-lane 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley is "In the talking stage," 
said Grusin. 


THE KAISERS last year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1350 E. Northwest Hwy., and are final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusin, Is "a place where 
a family could go, pick a sport they 
would like to participate In, and find it 
all there." ' 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of the sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 16 acres on the east side 
of Rte. 53. Grusin also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zayrc tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayrc Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDade and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusin said the Zayre building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site is that it is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rossiter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, in the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 
pared In 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential.

provide parking and the railroad to pay 
for all track and platform work. 


"We've finished our part of the work 


and we're only waiting for the com- 
pletion of the building and to settle the 
parking questions," Coakley said. 


The agreement specified parking for at 


least 300 cars at a rate not to exceed the 
current village price, which is now 50 
cents a day. 


Coakley said he was enthusiastic about 


the possibility of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team playing in a new sports are- 
na across Northwest Highway from the 
race track. 


Owners of the Cougars are reportedly 


considering the Palatine site for a $20 
million new arena for the World Hockey 
Association team. 


TOM RIVERA, spokesman for Arling- 


ton Park, said yesterday that no one 
from the Cougars has yet contacted the 
track about the possibility of using the 
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race track's parking lot for hockey fans 
who would visit the new stadium. 


If the stadium is built in Palatine, 


some hockey fans could be expected to 
ride the train to the Arlington Park de- 
pot. 


"The big problem would be getting 


them (the fans) across Northwest High- 
way. I don't know if there are any plans 
for an underpass or overpass," Coakley 
said.

Schaumburg panel seeks 
airport study go-ahead 


Despite abstaining votes from three 


new members, Schaumburg's airport 
study committee will ask for a go-ahead 
on the proposed investigation to deter- 
mine the feasibility of a village-owned 
airfield. 


The question is expected to reach the 


village board tomorrow night. 


In a special meeting Friday, Trustee 


Ray LeBeau and member Tim Smith 
voted In favor of asking the board to con- 
cur in their recommendation that a con- 
tract be signed with Howard, Needles, 
Tammen and Bergendoff, consultants 
earlier selected for the project. 


Tim Hill, Fred Dietrich and Bill Nel- 


son, who were appointed to the com- 
mittee two wcks ago, all expressed a 
positive attitude toward the study when 
asked to comment on their abstaining 
votes. 


"I AM generally in favor of the study 


but, because I am not that familiar with 
the work done by the committee during 
the past year I didn't feel it fair to the 
village to vote," Hill said. 


While he considers the study "the only 


intelligent way to find out about the air- 
port," Dietrich said, as a new member 
he did not feel qualified to vote for or 
against it. 


Nelson explained his abstention as "the 


only fair thing" in view of the work pre- 
viously done by the committee. "Until 
the study is made nothing can be done 
and I look at the investigation as simple 
fact gathering," he added. 


Two of the seven committee members, 


Bob Starzyk and Ron DeBrinkat were ab- 
sent. 


The study has been proposed as the 


first step in planning a regional trans- 
portation center in the southern end of 
the village. Its purpose is to determine 
need and examine environmental and 
economical feasibility of a village-owned 
field. 


However, the procedure would not lim- 


it itself to the existing privately owned 
Schaumburg Airport but would include 
other appropriate sites in or adjacent to 
the village.

pected through the 1970 Airways Devel- 
opment and Airport Planning (ADAP) 
Act. Completion of the study is expected 
in about nine months following Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) funding 
approval.

Slice of Hoffman Estates and Mary 
G r a n l a s and Florence Dcltgcn of 
Schaumburg will outline a $26,850 propos- 
al to the Township Board of Auditors in 
Juno. 


The commission Is acting on the rec- 


ommendation of Auditor Dan Stowe and 
Paul Dcrdo, Schaumburg Park District 
director. They were appointed by Vern 
Laubcnstcln, township supervisor, to in- 
vestigate the transportation needs of the 
elderly. 


Laubcnsteln said a minibus could be 


purchased by the township with federal 
revenue sharing funds. 


Response from senior citizens proved 


the program was needed Stowc said, ad- 
ding, they also offered to volunteer their 
time to set up and operate the program. 


Initial plans call for the purchase of a 


12-passcnger minibus that would provide 
transportation for short trips within the 
township. 


Reservations would be required and 


the bus would have scheduled runs. 


A breakdown of the budget shows the 


largest expenditure is $12,800 for a driv- 
er's salary.

On-the-Job experience to bolster their 


classwork was gained by 33 Schaumburg

After a short briefing session where

"Sure we read all about village govern- 


ment in our social survey class but no 
one can tell you what it's like but the 
person doing the job," said Nancy Car- 
bone, acting as village clerk. 


Nancy and Village Clerk Sandy Car- 


sello were preparing an agenda for an 
upcoming board meeting. "Now take this 
job. I had no idea a clerk does this kind 
of stuff," said Nancy. 


"MRS. CARSELLO has been explain- 


ing her duties to me all morning and we 
haven't covered half her job yet. 


"The word clerk sure doesn't tell you 


much about her job and our text books 
just gloss over stuff like this and say 
clerks keep records," said Nancy. 


"I think they run the whole show," she 


added. Nancy said she won the clerk's 
office in a class election. "I'm glad I did. 
I thought it would be interesting to know 
how a big village like this is run by just 
a handful of people and I've got a little 
insight into its workings now and wasn't 
disappointed." 


Tony Aiello and his village counterpart 


Village Engineer Joe Zgonina took to the 
field for Tony's briefing. 


Tony, an outspoken critic of suburban 


development, said he prefers the wide 
open spaces to subdivisions. 


WHY DID Tony seek the engineer's ap- 


pointment? "I work in construction sum- 
mer months and somehow I'm hoping 
that conservation and development will 
someday go hand in hand," he said. 


He was impressed with Zgonina's 


knowledge about different projects under 
construction as they inspected. "I had no 
idea a village engineer would know all 
about well digging and all the other 
things going on," said Tony. 


As Zgonina talked about his job he in-

JOHN WAS the subject of an in-

"I'm impressed," said John. "We sent 


my license number out on a teletype. A 
few seconds later I had a printed sheet in 
my hand that gave my car's description, 
a full description of me and the last line 
told them if I had any traffic record or 
arrests pending." 


Chief Conroy said the teletype, called 


LEAD, is a computer service of the Law 
Enforcement Data Process system which 
provides rapid access to motor vehicle 
information and arrest records. 


"I have a lot of respect for the job a 


policeman does and after today's experi- 
ence I'd recommend all villages give this 
opportunity to young people. 


I know when I have kids I'll tell them 


to get involved in a program like this if 
they have the chance," said John.

$145,000 may be spent 
on street reconstruction 


A total of $145,000 could be spent on 


street reconstruction in Hoffman Estates 
this year, under a proposal for the vil- 
lage budget by Public Works Supt. John 
Hossack. 


His map now shows five streets In the 


vicinity of Highland and Hillcrest boule- 
vards would be rebuilt along with five 
streets in the area of Illinois Boulevard 
and Bode Road. 


Streets now designated by Hossack for 


work, subject to board approval, are 
Ashley Road between Highland and Hill- 
crest; a section of Bedford Road north 
and south of its intersection with Fred- 
crick Lane; Hampton Road between Hill- 
crest and Northview Lane; Edgcmont 
Lane between Dennison Road and High- 
land; Hillcrest from Monticcllo Road to 
just cast of Pierce Road. 


Other work is proposed for Western

Street from Finger Park to Milton Lane; 
Maywood Lane from Milton to Washing- 
ton Boulevard; Washington from Bode to 
West Berkley Lane; Kingman Lane from 
Washington to morton Street; Evanston 
Street from Bode Road to north of Ber- 
kley. 


Hossack also has proposed an $8,200 


sidewalk construction program using 
revenue sharing funds. It includes the 
north side of Higgins Road from Glen 
Lake Boulevard to Hoffman Estates High 
School; the west side of Fairmont Road 
crossing Higgins Road; the east side of 
Rosclle Road between Berkley and the 
north side of Higgins and across Higgins 
at the entrance to Golf Road shopping 
center at the Black Knight Restaurant. 


The village board is expected to com- 


plete its first review of a tentative budg- 
et this week. The document could be re- 
vised several times before it is adopted 
but in its current form, it provides 
$128,000 in federal revenue sharing funds 
and $17,000 in village funds for street re- 
pair. 


Previously, the budget was being 


drafted with $104,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds allocated for street re- 
building, and the total allotment was 
only $121,000. Using that figure, Hossack 
prepared a map designating particular 
locations for work. 


Hossack said the increase, if it re- 


mains in the final budget version, could 
mean the substitution of a longer seg- 
ment of a street not now planned for re- 
pair for some street in the proposal, to 
have the most beneficial use of the mon- 
ey. 


More hockey, tennis plans in works

A multipurpose arena for hockey and 


tennis may be built adjacent to the Chi- 
cago Cougars hockey stadium tentatively 
planned on Northwest Highway in Pala- 
tine, north of Arlington Park Raco 
Track. 


The smaller arena, seating 7,000 to 


ll.ooo persons, would be used by the Cou- 
gars as a practice rink and also could be 
transformed Into tennis courts for profes- 
sional tennis matches. 


Jordon and Waller Kaiser, arc owners 


of property on the northsldc of Northwest 
Highway between Wllkc Road and III. 
Rtc. 3.1. and part-owners of the Chicago 
Cougars professional hockey team. 


Jordon Kaiser Is also executive vice 


president of a new organization, World 
Team Tennis, which Is planning to set up 
n professional tennis league with 12 fran- 
chises from throughout the country. De- 
tails on the new tennis league are to be 
made public tomorrow. 


ED GIIUSIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


Ho Indicated the smaller arena prob- 


ably would be built In Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium Is to scat 
18,000 to 10,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusln said Friday, 
"yes. this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine Is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 


have not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and are In- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 26-lane 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley Is "in the talking stage," 
said Grusln. 


THE KAISERS last year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1330 E. Northwest Hwy., and are final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusln, is "a place where 
a family could go, pick a sport they 
would like to participate in, and find it 
all there." 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of the sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 16 acres on the east side 
of Rtc. 53. Grusln also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zayrc tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayre Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDadc and Co.'Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusln said the Zayrc building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site Is that it is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rosslter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, in the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 


pared in 1964, may 'alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances. 


Nearby residents of the Kaiser proper- 


ty are withholidng judgment on the bur- 
geoning sports plans until more definite 
details are available. 


Evallne Stenzel, president of the Ar- 


lington Crest Civic Association, said Ar- 
lington Crest residents plan to attend a 
meeting Wednesday 
of the 
village 


board's planning, building and zoning 
committee to seek "a total overview" of 
the various projects. 


The proposed addition of three tennis 


courts Is scheduled to come before the 
committee. 


Miss Stenzel said the residents are not 


necessarily opposed to construction of a 
large arena, but want to know first how 
it would affect traffic patterns and other 
concerns. 


Arlington Crest residents vehemently 


opposed construction of Kaiser's tennis- 
ice skating-roller skating complex last 
year. 


Miss Stenzel said she was concerned 


that the Kaisers "have not lived up to 
their commitment in providing reten- 
tion" for the sports complex, and like- 
wise might not provide adequate re- 
tention for a new structure. 


The Arlington Crest subdivision, imme- 


diately east of the Kaiser property, in- 
cludes 90 homes.

Schaumburg panel seeks 
airport study go-ahead 


Despite abstaining votes from three 


new members, Schaumburg's airport 
study committee will ask for a go-ahead 
on the proposed investigation to deter- 
mine the feasibility of a village-owned 
airfield. 


The question is expected to reach the 


village board tomorrow night. 


In a special meeting Friday, Trustee 


Ray LeBcau and member Tim Smith 
voted in favor of asking the board to con- 
cur In their recommendation that a con- 
tract be signed with Howard, Needles, 
Tammcn and Bergendoff, consultants 
earlier selected for the project. 


Tim Hill, Fred Dietrich and Bill Nel- 


son, who were appointed to the com- 
mittee two weks ago, all expressed a 
positive attitude toward the study when 
asked to comment on their abstaining 
votes. 


"I AM generally in favor of the study 


but, because I am not that familiar with 
the work done by the committee during 
the past year I didn't feel it fair to the 
village to vote," Hill said. 


While he considers the study "the only 


Intelligent way to find out about the air- 
port," Dietrich said, as a new member 
he did not feel qualified to vote for or 
against It. 


Nelson explained his abstention as "the 


only fair thing" in view of the work pre- 
viously done by the committee. "Until 
the study is made nothing can be done 
and I look at the Investigation as simple 
fact gathering," he added. 


Two of the seven committee members, 


Bob Starzyk and Ron DeBrlnkat were ab- 
sent. 


The study has been proposed as the 


first step in planning a regional trans- 
portation center in the southern end of 
the village. Its purpose is to determine 
need and examine environmental and 
economical feasibility of a village-owned 
field. 


However, the procedure would not lim- 


it itself to the existing privately owned 
Schaumburg Airport but would Include 
other appropriate sites in or adjacent to 
the village. 


TWO-THIRDS federal funding is ex- 


pected through the 1970 Airways Devel- 
opment and Airport Planning (ADAP) 
Act. Completion of the study is expected 
in about nine months following Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) funding 
approval. 


Nearly eight months ago, the village 


board accepted the consulting firm se- 
. lected by the committee and authorized 
the study contingent on FAA funding ap- 
proval. But subsequently, FAA represen- 
tatives asked that a complete environ- 
mental Impact statement be included 
rather than the simpler statement includ- 
ed in the original scope of work. 


This boosted the cost of the project to 


about $53,000 or $25,000 more than had 
been approved by the board for the cost 
of the project. 


The committee has decided on recom- 


mendation of the consulting firm, that 
the study be completed In two phases. 
The initial study will determine need 
and economics of a municipal airport. If 
that segment proves positive, the envi- 
ronmental phase will then be done. 


• However, the consultants contract Is 
open ended permitting the village to ter- 
minate the arrangement at any time-as- 
suming financial responsibility for only 
work that has been completed. 


Chamber iavors 
airport study 


The Greater Schaumburg Association 


of Commerce and Industry has taken a 
strong, positive stand concerning a pro- 
posed airport feasibility study. 


Directors of the association recently 


authorized their executive manager, Don 
Rouser, to send a letter to Mayor Robert 
0. Atcher and the village board, urging 
immediate authorization of the project. 


"Our directors are adamant on this," 


Rouser said last week. 


Rouser said the group, which repre- 


sents 65 local businesses, consider trans- 
portation systems to be a significant as- 
set with a direct and growing relation to 
a community's economic welfare. 


"The association feels that unprece- 


dented growth alone gives evidence that 
a decision is needed concerning the 
short-and long-range future of the pre- 
sent Schaumburg Airport," he said. 


"If this is delayed too long, it is pos- 


sible a potential future asset could be se- 
riously restricted if not damaged," Rou- 
ser added. 


He cited increasing land costs and ra- 


pid depletion of available ground along 
with inflating construction costs as fac- 
tors in the association's decision to en- 
dorse the study. 
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Building owners 
may face court 
action on repairs 


Owners of IB substandard buildings in 


Mount Prospect may be taken to court If 
they continue to Ignore village requests 
that they voluntarily upgrade their prop- 
erty. 


"1 think we're going to hove to go to 


the courts on some of these (violations) 
If we have laws that apply." Bucll Hut- 
ton said Friday. Dutton, who Is village 
building director, wrote letters last 
January to all 16 owners. 


In each letter, Dutton listed specific 


hazards for each location. He then asked 
the owners to see that conditions were 
corrected, or asked them to call him. 


Tha only response Dutton hnj received 


so far Li that weeds have been cut at 
three locations and one woman on Golf 
Road has promised to fix up her barn. 


Most defects listed were overgrown 


weeds, lack of painting or needed struc- 
tural repairs. In one case garage doors 
were hanging off and In another, gutter* 
and downspouts needed replacement.

VILLAGE MGR. Robert J. Eppley said 


the only way the village can force com- 
plete compliance with their cleanup ef- 
forts would be to pass a housing code. He 
sold though that to enforce such a code 
more building department personnel 
would have to be hired. 


"We're doing everything wo can 'with 


the personnel we have and the ordi- 
nances we have," Eppley said. 


Dutton agreed. "Once you have a law, 


the citizenry Insist you enforce the law 
throughout the town." 


That enforcement demand can often 


snowbnll to where a situation exists in 
which neighbor calls up to report on 
neighbor. 


Dutton said he feels that in the case of 


Mount Prospect, all the substandard 
buildings ore isolated (except for two 
next door to each other across Elmhurst 
Road from Randhurst). He said he 
doubts there is a situation here in which 
a neighborhood is in danger of deterio- 
rating. 


Trustee George B. Anderson originated 


the plan to upgrade substandard housing 
structures last summer. He had the 
building department conduct a survey 
that resulted in the list of 16 structures.

Bill for incorporation expected to pass Senate 


A bill that would clear the way for 


Prospect Heights to Incorporate is ex- 
pected to pass hi the Illinois Senate 
sometime next week. The bill has al- 
ready been passed in the Illinois House 
of Representatives. 


State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfield, 


said Friday he expects there will be no 
problem passing the bill in the Senate. 
The bill, sponsored by State Rep. Robert 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge, sailed through 
the House Thursday with a 107-0 vote. 


The bill would allow Prospect Heights 


to Incorporate as a city without consent 
of neighboring municipalities. Attempts 
by the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA) have been stymied 
for two years because Arlington Heights 
and Wheeling have objected to the in- 
corporation. The courts have upheld the 
objections. 


Juckett's bill now goes to the Senate 


Committee on Local Government for a 
recommendation. The committee will 
probably recommend passage of the bill 
since it recommended (10-2) passage of a 
similar bill sponsored by Glass. 


GLASS SAID he will go ahead with his 


bill, which should be voted on in the Sen- 
ate this week. He stressed, though, that 
If both bills are passed the governor 
would sign- only one into law. 


The two bills would permit unincorpo- 


rated areas of 7,500 or more residents to 


incorporate without approval of nearby 
villages. For an area of less than 7,500 or 
more residents, the bill requires consent 
from municipalities within 1& miles. 


The proposed city of Prospect Heighs 


has about 13,000 persons, according to 
PHIA officials. 


Wheeling and Arlington Heights village 


officials had mixed reactions on passage 
of the bill in the House. Both groups had 
formally objected to the bills, as did the 
Illinois Municipal League. 


"If the legislature does not take into 


account the problem that we have very 
clearly pointed out to them, we shall hold 
them responsible for their action," said 
Jack Walsh, Arlington Heights village 


president. "Our objection is not the con- 
cept of incorporation but the failure to 
recognize clear deficiencies in the pro- 
posed borders." 


GEORGE PASSOLT, Wheeling village 


manager, had no comment on the bill's 
passage. Wheeling officials will meet 
with PHIA representatives tonight to dis- 
cuss the incorporation. The PHIA has re- 
quested the meeting in attempts to get 
Wheeling's consent to the proposed city. 


"We'll be talking to Prospect Heights 


representatives. I don't know at this 
stage of the game if we'll be doing any 
more protesting. It will depend on the 
outcome of the discussions," Passolt 
said.

pect and Arlington Heights on the con- 
sent issue.

School committee to urge 
room rental for computer 


The Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 facilities 


committee wilt recommend to the Dist. 
57 board the rental of one classroom at 
Fain-low School for a computer center. 


The room to bo rented is on the north- 


west corner of the building and has a 
washroom and an ouUidc entrance adja- 
cent to it. The Northwest Municipal Data 
Service, a cooperative Including the vil- 
lages of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights, DCS Plaincs and Park Ridge, 
lias requested rental of the room as a 
computer center. 


According to Assistant Supt. J. C. Bus- 


cnluirt, the agency would pay a monthly 
fee of $500 for rental of the room. "The 
costs we're undertaking would be a mat- 
ter of probably $500 or so to make a 
slight modification in the wall partition 
in that area," explained facilities chair- 
man Peter Olcson. 


The $500 to be paid by the school dis- 


trict Is only a one-time cost. 


ACCOItDING to the administration, 


thoru will be room available at the 
school next year to provide for the rent- 
al. 


"The school census has Indicated that 


leasing will not affect the educational 
program in this school," said Olcson. 
"It's felt that this particular operation 
would not appreciably change the atmos- 
phere at the school." 


At a meeting Wednesday night to con- 


sider rental of the room and the possible 
expansion of the Bl-Llngual Education 
Service Center at Busse School, only 
three parents showed up to ask ques- 
tions. 


Parents asked If the noise level of the 


computer would bother the children. 


Olcson answered that the noise Is "al- 


most non-existent within the building. I 
don't anticipate any problems that way." 


OLESON also assured the parents that 


supplies for the computer will be stored 
within the rented room. The computer 
will be operated only during normal 
school hours. "Say from 8 a.m. to about 
3 p.m.," Olcson said, 


During the meeting, the committee 


nine recommended that should the Bi- 
lingual Center request additional room, 
the administration should enter Into ne- 
gotiations for the leasing of a room at 
Uusse. 


Maria Swanson. director of the Bi- 


lingual Center, said she was getting 
ready to submit her proposal to the of- 
fice of superintendent of public instruc- 
tion soon. 


"They agree we need more room to 


expand our library," she said. The cen- 
ter serve* as the resource library and a 
consultation service for all bl-lingual 
education programs In Illinois outside 
the City of Chicago. 


At present tho Bl-Llngual Center pays 


$400 a month for the use of the room at 
Busse. Rental price of the extra room 
would have to be negotiated, Oleson said. 
Should the center request more room, It 
would l)c located directly adjacent to the 
present center offices. 


According to Robert Ferguson, Busse 


principal, the rental of one more room to 
the center may cause some shifting of 


classrooms next year but would not af- 
fect any educational programs. 


TIIE FACILITIES committee plans lo 


make its recommendations on Fairview 
and Busse to the full board at the regular 
meeting on Monday. At that time, the 
committee also plans to recommend the 
adoption of a board policy on rental of 
extra rooms. 


The tentative recommendation for the 


policy states that Dist. 57 will rent rooms 
to "an educational, governmental or pub- 
lic service non-profit agency so long as 
rental docs not jeopardize the physical 
activity, education program or safety of 
the students." 


The committee has also recommended 


that the policy include a statement that 
the facilities committee be given time to 
review any decision on leasing of addi- 
tional rooms prior to presentation and 
action by the full board. According to 
Olcson, this will insure that residents of 
the school community will have a chance 
to express their opinions on the rental 
before action is taken.

'Sports supermarket9 in offing for Northtvest highway 
More hockey, tennis facilities considered by Cougars 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


A multipurpose arena for hockey and 


tennis may bo built adjacent to the Chi- 
cago Cougars hockey stadium tentatively 
planned on Northwest Highway In Pala- 
tine, north of Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


The smaller arena, seating 7,000 to 


11,000 persons, would be used by the Cou- 
gars as a practice rink and also could be 
transformed into tennis courts for profes- 
sional tennis matches. 


Jordan and Walter Kaiser, are owners 


of property on the northsldo of Northwest 
Highway between Wilke Rond and 111. 
Rtc. S3, and part-owners of the Chicago 
Cougars professional hockey team. 


Jordon Kaiser is also executive vice 


president of a new organization, World 
Team Tennis, which is planning to set up 
a professional tennis league with 12 fran- 


chises from throughout the country. De- 
tails on the new tennis league are to be 
made public tomorrow. 


ED GRUSIN, a spokesman for the Kai- 


ser brothers, said some of the tennis 
matches may be scheduled in the multi- 
purpose arena. 


He indicated the smaller arena prob- 


ably would be built in Palatine regard- 
less of where the Cougar stadium Is lo- 
cated. The Cougar stadium is to seat 
18,000 to 19,000 and may also be used for 
professional basketball. 


"If we had to make a decision (on the 


location) today," Grusln said Friday, 
"yes, this would be the one," reaffirming 
that Palatine is the most likely site for 
the pro hockey stadium. 


He added, however, that because 


groundbreaking would not take place for 
three to six months, the team owners 


have not totally ruled out other possible 
sites for the stadium, and are In- 
vestigating two other undisclosed parcels 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


In addition, he revealed that 3 36-lane 


bowling alley may also be built on the 
Palatine site as part of a "sports super- 
market" along Northwest Highway. The 
bowling alley Is "In the talking stage," 
said Grusin. 


THE KAISERS last year developed the 


Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, Orbit Roll- 
er Rink and Arlington Ice Spectrum at 
1350 E. Northwest Hwy., and are final- 
izing plans to add three tennis courts. 


The overall plan of the "sports super- 


market" said Grusin, is "a place where 
a family could go, pick a sport they 
would like to participate in, and find it 
all there." 


The Kaisers own more than 40 acres 


north of the sports complex, and are 
reportedly negotiating with Polk Broth- 
ers for another 16 acres on the east side 
of Rte. 53. Grusin also said that the Kai- 
sers may attempt to purchase the huge 
Zayre tract between the two parcels. The 
Zayre Department Store that recently 
went out of business is to be replaced by 
a McDade and Co. Inc. catalogue-order 
business in August. 


Grusin said the Zayre building "would 


make a nice convention hall." 


One potential problem with the Pala- 


tine site is that it is designated on U.S. 
Geological Survey maps as being in a 
flood plain. 


HOWEVER, the development of two 


large retention ponds, Rosslter Lake and 
Willow Creek Lake, in the immediate vi- 
cinity since the survey map was pre- 


pared in 1964, may alleviate the flooding 
potential. 


Palatine village ordinances permit con- 


struction on the flood plain as long as 
proper retention Is provided. Newly- 
elected members of the Palatine Village 
Board have asked the village manager, 
however, to draw up an ordinance pro- 
hibiting building on the flood plain under 
any circumstances. 


Nearby residents of the Kaiser proper- 


ty are withholidng Judgment on the bur- 
geoning sports plans until more definite 
details are available. 


Evaline Stenzel, president of the Ar- 


lington Crest Civic Association, said Ar- 
lington Crest residents plan to attend a 
meeting Wednesday of the 
village 


board's planning, building and zoning 
committee to seek "a total overview" of 
the various projects. 


The proposed addition of three tennis 


courts is scheduled to come before the 
committee. 


Miss Stenzel said the residents are not 


necessarily opposed to construction of a 
large arena, but want to know first how 
it would affect traffic patterns and other 
concerns. 


Arlington Crest residents vehemently 


opposed construction of Kaiser's tennis- 
ice skating-roller skating complex last 
year. 


Miss Stenzel said she was concerned 


that the Kaisers "have not lived up to 
their commitment in providing reten- 
tion" for the sports complex, and like- 
wise might not provide adequate re- 
tention for a new structure. 


The Arlington Crest subdivision, imme- 


diately east of the Kaiser property, in- 
cludes 90 homes. 


Arlington Park 
depot ready A ug. 1 ? 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. is 


shooting for an Aug. 1 opening of the new 
passenger depot at Arlington Park Race 
Track, according to railroad officials. 


The new station Is expected to serve 


commuters from Arlington Heights, Roll- 
Ing Meadows, Schaumburg, Elk Grove 
Village and Buffalo Grove. 


Rollins Coaklcy, director of commuter 


services for the railroad, said yesterday 
parking areas and entrance and exit 
drives still have to be worked out with 
race track officials. 


Exact fares from the new depot have 


not been announced but are expected to 
bo about half way between the Palatine 
and Arlington Heights rates. 


THE MONTHLY commuter fare from 


Arlington Heights to the downtown sta- 
' tlon is $36.20; from Palatine, $39.00 


"I think It will help us opening (the 


depot) after the end of the racing season. 
It'll allow us to get one full year's experi- 
ence without any conflict from race 
track traffic," Coaklcy sold. 


Railroad gates 
delay 
traffic 


Malfunctioning railroad gates were 


blamed for an 14-hour traffic tie up in 
downtown Arlington H:!ghts Saturday 
evening. 


According to Arlington Heights police, 


crossing gates wore stuck in the down 
position at all four business district 
crossings. 


Police patrols were stationed at Arling- 


ton Heights Road, Evergreen, Dunton 
and Vail avenues to direct cars around 
the gates. 


The gates were reportedly cleared by 


Chicago nnd North Western Ry. crews 
about 9:30 p.m. 


Coakley said a fence separating com-

parking questions," Coakley said. 


The agreement specified parking for at 


least 300 cars at a rate not to exceed the 
current village price, which Is now 50 
cents a day. 


, Coakley said he was enthusiastic about 
the possibility of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team playing in a new sports are- 
na across Northwest Highway from the 
race track. 


Owners of the Cougars are reportedly 


considering the Palatine site for a $20 
million new arena for the World Hockey 
Association team. 


TOM RIVERA, spokesman for Arling- 


ton Park, said yesterday that no one 
from the Cougars has yet contacted the 
track about the possibility of using the 
race track's parking lot for hockey fans 
who would visit the new stadium. 


If the stadium Is built In Palatine, 


some hockey fans could be expected to 
ride the train to the Arlington Park de- 
pot. 


"The big problem would be getting 


them (the fans) across Northwest High- 
way. I don't know if there are any plans 
for an underpass or overpass," Coakley 
said.

Spark of interest key to learning 


by JILL BETTNER 


The tall, sottspoken teacher gently 


prods the young boy for answers »o ques- 
tions on the day's lesson, searching for a 
spark of interest. That spark is the key 
to Bonnie Gcnrlch's Job of awakening the 
desire to read in students at Cooper Ju- 
nior High School. 


Cooper Is part c' School Dlst. 21, which 


serves Buffalo Grove, Wheeling, Arling- 
ton Heights and Prospect Heights. 


"Our goal is to encourage kids to want 


to read and help them develop the skills 
they need to make reading an enjoyable 
experience," Mrs, Gcnrich said. 


In order to stimulate a child's interest 


in reading, Mrs. Gcnrich believes It Is 
first necessary to understand why he 
doesn't like to do it. 


Often, she said, students dislike reading 


because they hove not mastered the nec- 
essary skills. She heads a team of five 
language arts teachers <vho give students 
exhaustive tests each fall designed to 
spot reading problems. The team then 
plans an Individual program suited to the 
needs of each child with his particular 
reading difficulty. 


"We really believe in the clinical ap- 


proach," Mrs. Genrich said. "You have 
to recognize the specific weaknesses a 
child has in reading before you can help 
him overcome his problem." 


Children with similar reading diffi- 


culties meet together in small groups 
each day in a multi-use reading center. 
Each of the three teachers assigned to 
the center every period directs the activ- 
ity of a group. The Instruction might In- 
clude reading a story on film, discussing 
a selection as a group or working on 
word-building. 


EACH ACTIVITY and the material 


used is aimed at the interests of junior 
high students. The old predictable adven- 
tures of Dick and Jane and their friends 
have been replaced with selections by 
contemporary authors rewritten in some 
cases with easier vocabularies. 


"I think publishers are beginning to re- 


alize they have to have material that is 
Interesting to kids on their own age level, 
but is simple enough that they can un- 
derstand it if their reading level isn't up 
to where it should be," Mrs. Genrich 
said. 


Developing self-confidence is an Impor- 


tant part of improving a student's read- 


ing ability, Mrs. Gcnrich said. A child 
who has reading problems often becomes 
very defensive because reading is a pain- 
ful, frustrating experience. 


"A student has to start with material 


he's comfortable reading," Mrs. Genrich 
said. "It doesn't really matter what 
grade level it is, the important thing is 
that he can read and understand it suc- 
cessfully. That gives him the courage to 
tackle something else." 


AT THE URGING of Wendy Billington, 


one of the teachers on the reading team, 
social studies eachers at Cooper are now 
recognizing the need to meet the reading 
problems of students. The instructors are 
using textbooks written for pupils on sev- 
eral different levels of reading ablllity. 


The ultimate goal of all the reading 


teachers is to persuade Dist. 21 to adopt 
graded textbooks for all subjects, Mrs. 
Genrich said, however, the expense of 
such a move is prohibitive right now. 


The self-image of students in the read- 


Ing program is not damaged by forcing 
them to compete for grades with other 
pupils who read better than they. Grades 
are given on an individual progress 
basis. 


Mrs. Genrich said the small size of the 


reading groups allows the staff to effec- 
tively monitor that progress. 
Three 


teachers work with about 30 children di- 
vided into three or more groups. 


MARSHA FREY, another teacher on 


the reading team, said there are other 
advantages to the small groups, too. 


"When we work in the groups, there's 


no anxiety in the kids about participating 
in discussion," she said. "I hear from 
students I know I'd never hear from in a 
larger class. 


Because of the program's apparent 


success, language arts teachers from 
other Dist. 21 junior high schools have 
come to Cooper to observe Mrs. Gen- 
rich's methods and many have included 
them in their own reading programs.

Heights Rd. 


The PHIA is planning to present the 


results of a survey taken Sunday of the 
W a t e r m a n Avenue residents asking 
whether they would prefer being in- 
corporated into Arlington Heights or 
Prospect Heights. 


Waterman is one street that has been 


talked of as a boundary between Arling- 
ton Heights and Prospect Heights south 
of Palatine Road. North of Palatine, the 
boundary street would be Schoenbeck 
Road. 


Dale Avenue has also been suggested 


as a border street. 


The PHIA has said residents living 


along Waterman do not want to come 
into Arlington Heights.

Koch's service to the Northwest suburbs 
since 1059. 


Former members of the congregation 


returned to Arlington Heights from as 
far away as Connecticut and the West 
Coast for the presentation. 


Rev. Koch began his ministry in Illi- 


nois with a door-to-door search for mem- 
bers to help establish the Arlington 
Heights Congregational Church. 


A dozen families began worshipping at 


Pioneer Park. An increase in member- 
ship led to services at South Junior High 
School. The present church building, 1001 
W. Klrchoff Rd., was erected in 1963. It 
was expanded in 1969. 


The church merged that same year 


with the Evangelical and Reform Church 
and was renamed the Congregational 
United Church of Christ. 


More than 200 persons attended the 


presentation Saturday night. A book of 
letters and photographs from church 
members and friends was also given to 
Rev. Koch. 


Members of the instigating committee

and Mrs. Eugene Blumenfeld, and Mr.

Incorporation 
bill expected 
to be passed 


A bill that would clear the way for 


Prospect Heights to incorporate is ex- 
pected to pass in the Illinois Senate 
sometime, next week. The bill has al- 
ready been passed in the Illinois House 
of Representatives. 


State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfield, 


said Friday he expects there will be no 
problem passing the bill in the Senate. 
The bill, sponsored by State Rep. Robert 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge, sailed through 
the House Thursday with a 107-0 vote. 


The bill would allow Prospect Heights 


to incorporate as a city without consent 
of neighboring municipalities. Attempts 
by the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA) have been stymied 
for two years because Arlington Heights 
and Wheeling have objected to the in- 
corporation. The courts have upheld the 
objections. 


Juckett's bill now goes to the Senate 


Committee on Local Government for a 
recommendation. The committee will 
probably recommend passage of the bill 
since it recommended (10-2) passage of a 
similar bill sponsored by Glass. 


GLASS SAID he will go ahead with his 


bill, which should be voted on in the Sen- 
ate this week. He stressed, though, that 
if both bills are passed the governor 
would sign only one into law. 


The two bills would permit unincorpo- 


rated areas of 7,500 or more residents to 
incorporate without approval of nearby 
villages. For an area of less than 7,500 or 
more residents, the bill requires consent 
from municipalities within Hi miles. ' 


The proposed city of Prospect Heighs 


has about 13,000 persons, according to 
PHIA officials. 


Wheeling and Arlington Heights village 


officials had mixed reactions on passage 
of the bill in the House. Both groups had 
formally objected to the bills, as did the 
Illinois Municipal League. 


"If the legislature does not take into 


account the problem that we have very 
clearly pointed out to them, we shall hold 
them responsible for their action," said 
Jack Walsh, Arlington Heights village 
president. "Our objection is not the con- 
cept of incorporation but the failure to 
recognize clear deficiencies in the pro- 
posed borders." 


GEORGE PASSOLT, Wheeling village 


manager, had no comment on the bill's 
passage. Wheeling officials will meet 
with PHIA representatives tonight to dis- 
cuss the incorporation. The PHIA has re- 
quested the meeting in attempts to get 
Wheeling's consent to the proposed city. 


"We'll be talking to Prospect Heights 


representatives. I don't know at this 
stage of the game if we'll be doing any 
more protesting. It will depend on the 
outcome of the discussions," Passolt 
said. 


The meeting begins at 8 p.m. in the 


Wheeling Village Hall, 255 W. Dundee 
Rd. 


The PHIA has met with Mount Pros- 


pect and Arlington Heights on the con- 
sent issue. Mount Prospect officials have 
indicated they will probably give con- 
sent, but Arlington Heights is still nego- 
tiating boundaries. They want the PHIA 
to alter the western boundary to exclude 
Waterman Avenue. 


The discussions will continue tonight at 


the Arlington Heights Village Board 
meeting. The meeting begins at 8 p.m. in 
the municipal building, 335 Arlington 
Heights Rd. 
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
